NANAIMO (B. C.,) Feb. 14.—[Ex- 

clusive Dispatch to The Times from 

the Post-Intelligencer Syndicate, Se- 


attle.] News arrived + from Union. 


at 5:30 o’clock, by the steamer Isl- 


ander, that the fine steel steamer Clara 


Navada, which sailed for Skaguay 
from Seattle two weeks ago, was lost 
with all passengers aboard. The in- 
formation received is as follows: 
The Clara Nevada left Skaguay for 
Juneau on her home trip to Seattle, 
and when off Seyward City in Berner 
Bay, about thirty miles south of Ska- 
guay, she was seen by the~residents 


of Seyward City all ablaze. She was 
one mass of hungry flames. While 
the long wharf at Berner Bay was 


crowded with spectators of the awtwi 
scene, a loud report was heard, which 
resembled the explosion of boilers, 
and nothing more was seen of the ili- 
fated steamer. The following day the 
beach was strewn with wreckage 
which resembled parts of the Clara 
Nevada. 

It is feared that the unfortunate 
forty passengers and the entire crew 
are lost, as no trace could be found 
of them along the beach of Berner 
Bay. The sea was rough and a furi- 
ous gale was blowing. It is thought 
that she was trying to make Berner 
Bay for shelter. 

This was the first trip of the Clara 
Nevada, and she was due to leave Se- 
attle last Saturday on her second trip 
with all berths sold. The _ steamer 
Rustler has left for the scene, but no 
report from her is obtainable. 
Islander reports terrible weather at 
Skaguay and along the coast. She 
brought no news of any importance 
from Klondike. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Feb. 14.—The 
steamer Islander brings news that the 
steamer Clara Nevada of Seattle was 
burned in Lynn Canal, and forty men 
who were on board are supposed to 
have perished. 

The Nevada left Skaguay for Ju- 
neau February i, and when the Jsl- 
ander, which arrived at Comox this 
morning, reached Juneau, the Nevada 
had not arrived there. The day that 
she should have reached Juneau fire 
was seen on the waters of the canal, 
and the opinion is general that the 
flames were from a burning steamer. 
Whether the passengers and crew 
reached land, or whether they per- 
ished is not known. It is feared that 
they met with death, as there has been 
a terrible wind and snowstorm in the 
north, and small boats could hardly 
live. Capt. Irving, from the Islander, 
reports that the weather has been ter- 
rific. 

The Clara Nevada was formerly the 
Hasler, which was built at Camden, 
N. J., in 1872, for the United States 
Coast and» Geodetic Survey service. 
Last summer she was condemned by 
the government for the reason that 
she was out of date, and sold to the 
Pacific and Alaska Transportation 
Company, who had her thoroughly 
overhauled before placing her on the 
Alaska line. She was considered per- 
fectly seaworthy. : 

The Clara Nevada is commanded by 
Capt. C. B. Lewis, and her crew con- 
sists of twenty-eight men.

FIRE IN THE OREGON. 


Timely Discovery Prevents an Awfal 
Holocaust—Six Hundred Aboard, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

ASTORIA, Feb. 14.—But for the 
timely discovery of a fire in the hold 
of the Alaskan steamship Oregon, the 
vessel might now be a mass of raging 
flames at the mercy of the waves and 
wind. 

The Oregon sailed from her dock in 
this city at 12:30 o'clock today, carrying 
some 600 passengers and as much 
freight as it was. possible to place 
aboard. The steamer proceeded to the 
mouth of the river without accident. 
When just avout to cross out, the 
emoke was discovered coming from the 
bunkers, where 600 tons of coal was 
stored. The alarm was immediately 
given, but it was some time before the 
position of the blaze was ascertained. 

Meanwhile the passengers had learned 
of the fire, and for a time there was 
consternation. The steamer was twenty 
miles from a suitable berth, and as the 
terrible possibilities of the situation 
dawned upon the fortune-hunters, the 
excitement was intense. The officers 
of the Oregon alone were cool, and 
went among the frightened passengers 
assuring them that the fire would be 
extinguished without damage to their 
property. The excitement then eub- 
sided, and the crew was better enabled 
to work at the bunkers. The fire was 
at the bottom of the coal, and it was 
necessary to put back to port. 

The steamer arrived at her dock at 5 
p.m. and the work of unloading the 
coal commenced. The fire was caused 
by spontaneous combustion. It is very 
slight, and the Oregon will sail again 
tomorrow morning. 

UTOPIA AFLOAT.

MORE RICHNESS, 


Bench Claims on El Dorado Creek 
Cause a Stumpede. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 


TACOMA (Wash.,) Feb. 14.—On De- 
cember 15 last, rich bench claims were 
discovered on a side hill above El 
Dorado Creek, in the Klondike courtry. 
The first three claims were locate! by 
Dre Savage, Benjamin Olson 
{Enoch Emmons of Tacoma. A etam- 
‘pede followed and many claims were 
taken up. News of the new discovery 
is contained in a letter from Olson, re- 
ceived yesterday by his wife. It was 
dated December 18, three days after the 
first claims were located. Not far away, 
and 200 feet higher up on El Dorado 
Creek, still another bench had been 
staked out. It is said that one claim- 
owner there has opened a rioh pocket 
not over ten feet square, from which 
he has taken $8000. Other stories of 
rich strikes in the same @#éction are also 
reported in letters from the North. 

THE ROSALIE’'S BURDEN. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


NEW WHATCOM (Wash.,) Feb. 14.— 
The steamer Rosalie from .Skaguay, 
Alaska, put in here today to coal. She 
has five Klondikers and a large 
amount of gold dust aboard. One es- 
timate places it at $125,000. The Rosa- 
lie reports that severe storms are pre- 
vailing on the Alaska coast, and nine 
steamers are anchored at Mary Island 
on account of these storms. She 
brings no neps of the disaster to the 
steamer Clara Nevada.

DEATH MAY COME SOON, 


MISS FRANCES E. WILLARD VERY 
ILl. AT NEW YORK, 


Has Been Suffering from Cancer of 
the Stomach Several Years—Bad 
Attacks of the Grip—Overwork 
and Excitement Due to Axgita- 
tion Against Lady Somerset, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NPW YORK, Feb. 14.—[Exclusive 
Dispateh.] Miss Frances E. Willard is 
ill in-‘the Empire Hotel, and it was said 
tonight that her death was a question 
of a few hours. She has been suffering 
from eancer of the. stomach for sev- 
eral years, the inroads of which dis- 
ease combined with a bad attack of the 


grip, had completely shattered her 
health. She broke down in Madison, 


Wis., about a month ago, while mak- 
ing an address upon her birthday. It 
was then decided that she should go to 
New York and submit herself to spe- 
clalists. 

Miss Willard was exhausted by over- 
work and ineufficient rest. Agitation 
oeceasioned by attack upon her co- 
worker, Lady Somerset, affected her 
powerfully, and she rapidly grew worse. 
Even while enduring the most severe 
suffering the courage of Miss Willard 
enabled her to work. Every day she 
dictated from sixty to 100 letters, and 
she also sent out an appeal addressed 
to President Dwight of Yale to exert 
his influence against the sale of liquor 
to students. This has been placed with 
every branch of the Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union in the State for sig- 
nature. 

Lady Somerset's retraction of her 
"Compromise with vice’? caused Miss 
Willard great rejoicing. 


Labor Kicking for Eight Hours. 


MILWAUKEE (Wis.,) Feb. 14—At a 
labor conference held here resolutions 
were adopted favoring the abolishment 
of the sub-contract system on city con- 
tracts and the inserting of a clause in 
all such contracts forbidding the con- 
tractors to work the men more than 
eight hours. The meeting indorsed the 
bill in Congress providing for a na- 
tional eight-hour law, and the bills pro-

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THE NEW MAX. 


Louis Polo Bernabe to 
Succeed De Lome. 


The Spanish Cabinet Meets and 
Discusses His Action. 


A Note Received from Minister 
Wovdford About It. 


Decree to Be Issued Convening the 
Chambers — Spaniards Setting 
Traps for Lee—Consul-General 
Says Autonomy is a Failure. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
MADRID, Feb. 14.—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Cabinet met at 5 o'clock this 
afternoon and discussed the present 
state of war in Cuba and the De Lome 
matter at great length. It was decided 
to publish a decree accepting the resig- 
nation of Sefior de Lome as Minister at 
Washington, and appointing Sefior 
Louis Polo Bernabe as his successor. 
A decree will also be issued convening 
tae Chambers before the end of this 
month, so/jas to enable the election of 
the new Cortes to occur on March 20. 
Sefior Gullon, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, informed the Cabinet that United 
States Minister Woodford had just 
handed him a note referring to Sefior 
Dupuy de Lome’s letter and to the 
meaning of several paragraphs in it. 
VICE-ADMIRAL POLO’S SON. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
MADRID, Feb. 14.—Sefior. Luis Polo- 
Bernabe, whose appointment as the 
successor of Sefior Dupuy de Lome was 
foreshadowed last Friday in an exclu- 
sive dispatch to the Associated Press, 
is a son of Vice-Admiral Polo, who for- 
merly represented Spain in this coun- 
try. Sefior Bernabe is now engaged in 
a special department of the Foreign 
Ministry at Madrid, dealing with com- 
mercial matters and consulates. 
HAS NOT RESIGNED. 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS DA¥ REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The State 
Department officially denied ‘reports 
alleging that Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, Con- 
sul-General to Cuba, has tendered his 
resignation. It can be stated also, that, 
while details are not obtainable, mat- 
ters regarding the De Lome incident 
have assumed such shape that an early 
and entirely satisfactcfy adjustment 
of the affair between the United States 


and Spain is expecied by the State 
Department. 

The officials of the State Department 
still maintain their reticence as to the 
contents of the cablegram from Minis- 
ter Woodford, received late Saturday 
night. It may be said that all state- 
ments so far made as to the nature 
of this dispatch are speculative. The 
message was not deciphered until 
well along in the afternoon yesterday, 
and then it passed into the hands of 


Assistant Secretary Day and the Pres- 


ident, in turn, who have been the only 
persons in Washington to see the dis- 
patch. No answer has been made as 
yet to Mr. Woodford’s message, and it 
is by no means certain that an answer 
will be required. 

Sefior Dubosie, the Spanish Charge 
@’ Affaires, was one of the early callers 
at the State Department, and this ied 
to the conjecture that his visit was in 
connection with the De Lome incident. 
It is stated positively, however, that 
the incident was not referred to. Ev- 
erything relating to the De Lome mat- 
ter thus far has taken place at Madrid, 
through Minister Woodford. In some 
well-informed quarters it was believed 
that there would be a formal disayowal 
by Spain, but it will be deferred until 
a new Minister shall be sent, whose 
first official act will be to make amends 
and reéstablish cordial relations on all 
pending questions. 

Owing to the presence in Washington 
of Duke de Marcos, late Spanish Min- 
ister to Mexico, now on leave, it was 
felt that he would be named as Min- 
ister in order that a speedy adjustment 
might be effected. In other official 
quarters the view is entertained that 
Spain’s disavowal would be prompt and 
would be made in the form of an offi- 
cial statement by the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, Sefior Gullon, express- 
ing regret at the incident. It is un- 
derstood that up to the present time 
no official intimation of the appoint- 
ment of Duke de Marcos has come to 
Washington. He has had large expe- 
rience in Spain’s diplomatic service. 

Calderon Carlisle, counselor for the 
Spanish legation, was an early caller 
at the State Department. 

Sefior de Lome has about completed 
his arrangements for leaving ~° the 
United States. He will leave Washing- 
ton tomorrow ‘night, sailing from New 
York Wednesday, on the English liner 
that goes to Liverpool. He has not 
been commanded to go to Madrid, and 
unless this order shall come, he will 
proceed from Liverpool to his home 
near Valencia. 

FORCED THE RESIGNATION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS PAY REPORT] 
LONDON, Feb. 14.—According to FEI 
Heraldo of Madrid, dated February 10, 
just received here by mail, the Span- 
ish Cabinet council of that day was 
occupied exclusively, under the presi- 
dency of the Queen Regent, with the 
affair of the Dupuy de Lome letter. 
The sitting lasted longer than usual. 
After leaving the Queen Regent, the 
ministers adjourned to the office of the 
Secretary of State, and there resumed 
the discussion, at the conclusion of 
which an official note was issued at 

2:30 p.m. 

According.to this note, it was not 
until Spain had asked Sefior de Lome 
for an explanation that he resigned. 
The note says: “The government, hav- 
ing asked our Minister at Washington 
for an explanation of his writing the 
letter attributed to him and written to 
Sefior Canalejas, Sefior de Lome re- 
plied, admitting its authenticity.” 

Sefior de Lome, it is ad@é@d4, announced 
that his» position, owing to the publi- 
cation of the letter, had become un- 
tenable, and begging the government 
to accept his resignation. The Minis- 
ters thereupon decided to accept his 
resignetion, telegraphing him to that 
effect, and entrusting the first secre- 
retary of the legation with the conduct 
of current affairs of the legation. 

IS THIS A PHOPHECY? \ 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, Feb. 14.—The St. James 
Gazette this afternoon, referring to the 
De Lome incident, says: 

“It appears that President McKinley 
is really making a serious incident out 
of the affair. He is not content with 
the prompt resignation of De Lome. A 
disavowal from Spain and an apology

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—HOUSE.—

It turned out that Chairman Hitt of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee was 
merely to call up some resolutions 
reported by his committee, calling upon 
the State Department for general infor- 
mation relating to Cuba, and the notice 
d been sent out as a precautionary 
measure, to prevent the possible defeat 
of the resolution by the opposition, a 
proceeding that would be in order if 
the previous question should be voted 
down. 

Immediately after the reading of the 
journal, Mr. Royce (Rep.) cof Indiana 
presented the unanimous repori of the 
Committee on Elections No. 2, in the 
case of Vanderbury versus Long, from 
the second Oregon district, in flavor of 
the sitting member, and it was adopted 
without division or debate. 

Mr. Quigg (Rep.) of New York, a 
member of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, was then recognized. He first 
called up a resolution reported from 
the Foreign Affairs Committee calling 
upon the Secretary of State, if not in- 
compatible with the public interest, 
to transmit to the House the corre- 
spondence relating to the discrimina- 
tion of the German government against 
the importation of Amrican beef, fruit 
and horses. It was adopted without 
_ division. 

Mr. Quigg followed this with the Cu- 
ban resolution. It was the resolution 
offered by Mr. Williams, Slightly modi- 
fled, ae follows: 

“Resolved, by the House of Repre- 
Bentatives, that the Secretary of State 
be, and hereby is, if not in his opinion 
inconsistent with the public interest, re- 
quested to inform the House what in- 
formation, if any, has been received at 
tht Department of State concerning 
the present condition of the reconcen- 
trados in Cuba, and whether or not 
they have been permitted to return to 
their estates; whether or not they or 
@ny considerable number of them are 
now on their estates; whether or not 
@ny zones or considerable parts of 
zones arenow being cultivated by them, 
according to the reports received at 
the Department of State from Amer- 
ican consular or consular agents, and 
what steps, if any, are shown by said 
consular reports to have been taken by 
the Spanish government for feeding 
Buch reconcentrados or for otherwise 
preventing them from starving and suf- 
fering; whether or not the Spanish gov- 
ernment has given the necessary mili- 
tary protection to enable the mills to 
grindcane,and what ogress has been 
made in Spain's effort to induce the 
Cubans to accept autonomy. 

“Section That the Secretary of 
State be directed, if in his Opinion not 
incompatible with the public interest, 
to send to the House copies of all such 
reports from consuls, vice-consuls and 
commercial agents of the United States 
in Cuba, as may shed light upon the 
Subjects above referred to, and as shall 
give information to the House and 
country concerning the condition of 
Cuba under the present régime of Gen. 
Blanco.” 

Mr. Quigg made a brief statement, 
@aying that in December the President 
had notified the House that the inde. 
fensible policy of concentration § in 
Cuba had been abandoned by Spain in 
deference to the repeated requests of 
our government, and that a more peace- 
ful and humane policy had been 
adopted. The object of the resolution 
was simply to ascertain what had been 
done and what steps had been taken 
toward the acceptance of autonomy by 
the Cuban people. Three months, he 
added, have elapsed since autonomy 
had been promulgated. | 

In order to retain control of the 
floor, Mr. Quige asked the previous 
question, but yielded five minutes to 
Mr. Dinemore (Dem.) of Arkansas, the 
senior minority member of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee, who said the reso- 
lution had been unanimously reported 
by the committee.

ALASKA AND NAVIGATION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KEPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The House 
Committee on Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries held a meeting today, guing 
over the proposed changes in the navi- 
gation laws to remove troublesome 
problems arising in Alaskan commerce. 
AS a result, the committee later favor- 
ably reported to the House the Payne 
bill providing for several amendments 
to tne navigation laws. The bill is 
framed to meet new conditions created 
by the gold discoveries in the Yukon 
River, and its objects and effects are 
explained in a comprehensive report 
made to the committee by Secretary 
Gage. 

It strengthens and makes explicit 
the laws declaring our general policy 
that the coasting trade (including the 
trade between the rest of the United 
States and Alaska) shall be reserved 
exclusively to American vessels, and 
covers more explicity this situation. 
Seagoing vessels can proceed to St. 
Michaels near the mouth of the Yukon. 
The Yukon is very shallow, in some 
places only four feet deep. Transfer of 
cargoes and passengers from deep-draft 
seagoing vessels to river vessels are 
therefore necessary at St. Michaels. 
Substantially the same is true of 
Stickeen River and the Wrangel near 
its mouth. 

The essential amendment, as pointed 
out by Secretary Gage, is on the ques- 
tion as to whether American goods con- 
signed to Alaskan ports from Seattle 
can be carried in American vessels to 
Victoria, a distance of only seventy- 
two miles, and at Victoria be put on 
British vessels to be carried to Dyea, 
about 900 miles, or to St. Michaels, 
about 2000 miles. The Treasury De- 
partment has ruled that this is a vio- 
lation of the laws reserving the coast- 
ing trade to American vessels. The 
policy of the United Statess Secretary 
Gage says, is to confine carrying by 
water “for the whole voyage” between 
American points to American vessels, 
and section 1 of the bill is believed to 
explicitly affirm this policy and remove 
all doubt. 

The committee has increased from 
$100 to $200 the penalty for each in- 
stance of a foreign vessel transporting 
a passenger between ports or places in 
the United States, either directly or via 
a foreign port. 


THE BEAR’S EXPEDITION. 


Official Report of Its Progress to the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury has received 
the following telegram from Seattle, 
dated yesterday, from Capt. Tuttle, 
commanding the Bear, which left Seat- 
tle in November, with an expedition 
for the relief of the ice-bound whal- 

ers in the Arctic: 

“The Bear arrived at Ounalaska at 
noon, December 9, coaled and watered 
the ship, and sailed for the north at 
1:35 a.m. the llth. Arrived off south- 
east Cape St. Lawrence Island at 2 
p.m., 13th, where ice was met. At 
6:40 a.m., December 14, ice was mak- 
ing rapidly. Cape Nome was ninety- 
six miles distant. Concluded the ves- 
sel would be frozen in long before the 
cape could be reached; therefore 
turned and steamed southward for 
Cape Vancouver, which was reached 
at 3:50 p.m., 15th, too late to make 
a landing. 

“The relief party, Lieuts. Jarvis and 
Bertholf, Dr. Call and Mr. Koltchieff, 
with their outfits and mails for St. 
Michaels and the north, were landed 


on the 16th, about five miles from 
the village of Tunnuak, Cape Van- 
covver, Lieut. Jarvis made arrange- 


ments with the traders of the village 
to guide and assist a party to § St. 
Michaels, which place the traders said 
could be reached’ in ten days. On ac- 
count of bad weather and ice, the 
Bear could not remain to see the party 
started overland. Sailed from. Cape 
Vancouver at 8:45 a.m., 16th: called 
at the Seal Islands on the 20th and 
2iet. All well there. Arrived at 
Ounalaska December 22. All well. 
The branded seals are returning to 
St. Paul Island.” 


Capt. Shoemaker, chief of the reve. 
nue-cutter service, said that, owing to 
the advanced season of the year, the 


Bear's landing of the expedition was | 


effected at about the time and place 
anticipated by him, and that he feels 
that, owing to the indomitable courage 
of Jarvis and Bertholf, its success is 
practically assured. They are now 
well on the road to Point Hope, .by 
way of Kotzebu Sound. From that 
point they will take the coast-line 
route to Point Barrow, making swch 
rangements at stopping places en 
route as may be possible for the care 
of whalemen who have left their 
ships. 


PETTIGREW’S POINTS, 


The Gentleman From South Dakota 
Proceeds to Sam Up. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The Senate 
devoted almost four hours in executive 
session to the consideration of the 
Hawaiian treaty. The principal speech 
was made by Senator Pettigrew, this 
being the third installment of his re- 
marks. upon the subject. 

Senator Pettigrew devoted himself to- 
day largely to the administration of 
President Dole, showing how the gov- 
ernment of Queen Liliuokalani had been. 
overthrown, and to a preeentation of 
his views of this government’s partici- 
pation in the revolution. 

He contended that the downfall of 
the Queen's government was due to a 
conspiracy on the part of Minister 
Stevens, representing the United States, 
and a few citizens of Honolulu, of 
whom President Dole was one, who 
were backed by the marines from a 
United States battleships. Mr. Petti- 
grew also contended that the passage 
of the McKinley Tariff Law had been 
the direct cause of the revolution by 
which the Queens’ government was 
overthrown, the motive being to secure 
the bounty of 2 cents a pound on do- 
mestic sugar, which that law provided. 
He quoted a letter from Minister Stev- 
ens saying that the provision for this 
eugar bounty had ruined the sugar 
business of the islands unless' they 
could be annexed to the United States, 
and cited other authorities to maintain 
their contention. 

Summing up, Mr. Pettigrew said that 
the opponents of annexation claimed to 
have established four points. They 
had, he said, shown, first, that the 
route to the Orient via the Aleutian 
Islands was 1000 miles shorter than that 
via Honolulu; second, that no_battle- 
ship, coaling on the Hawaiian Islands, 
could reach the United States in condi- 
tion to fight, and that on this account 
the possession of the islands would be 
an element of weakness rather than 
of strength, which was in opposition 
to the theory that the islands were 
necessary to defense; third, that the 
commerce of the islands, which had 
been claimed to be an important rea- 
son for their annexation, was con- 
stantly declining and was less than 
that of an ordinary county of the United 
States; fourth, that one of the Aleutian 
Islands would afford a more secure foot- 
ing, and a shorter route, for a cable 
to Asia than would the route via Hono- 
"a, Teller made a brief statement 
calling Mr. Pettigrew’s attention to 
the fact that the United States Min- 
ister was not the only representative 
of a foreign government who had recog- 
nized the Dole government. Mr. Petti- 
grew replied that this was true, but 
the recognition of the other govern- 
ments had not come until the day fol- 
lowing the Queen’s abdication, whereas 
Minister Stevens's recognition had been 

that time. 
"Sonnet Proctor of Vermont followed 
with a brief speech in favor of annexa- 
tion. He devoted himself exclusively 
to the military phase of the question. 
He cited the fact that England has 
strongly-fortified posts all along our 
Atlantic seaboard, beginning with Hal- 
ifax and taking in the Bermudas and 
the West Indies. He also called at- 
tention to the strong fortress at Esqui- 
mault, and said that if England should 
possess the Hawalian Islands, as she 
might easily do in case we let this op- 
portunity to acquire them pass by, her 
drum-beat would be heard almost en- 
tirely ‘around the United States, and 
that she would be able to attack us 
from her own territory in any direction. 

He also contended that it would be a 
comparatively easy matter for the Jap- 
anese to acquire the islands by pupu- 
lating them, as they were apparently 
very strongly inclined to do. He said 
that the United States, failing to make 
the islands a part of this country, 
could not regard their seizure by some 
other power as an offense against this 
country. We could not play the dog in 
the manger, refusing to accept the ter- 
ritory ourselves, or to allow others to 
take it. 

He attempted to controvert' the 
statement of Senator Pettigrew that 
warships could not carry sufficient fuel 
from Hawaii to make them effective 
either for or against the United States 
in case of hostilities, and quoted sta- 
tistics to show the contrary view. He 
said that if it were even true that a 
vessel could not carry sufficient coal it- 
self, coaling vessels could be ‘taken 
along for that purpose. He thought the 
islands of essential importance to the 
United States both for the purposes of 
offense and defense. 

During the session Senator White of 
California attempted to ascertain from 
Senator Davis, in charge of the treaty, 
whether there would be any early. at- 
tempt ‘to secure a vote upon it. The 
California Senator stated his opinion 
that there ought to be at least three 
weeks’ notice of a time for a vote for 
the arrangement of pairs. He stated 
that he would be compelled to be ab- 
sent from the Senate for the next three 
weeks, and expressed a desire to know 
something of the plans as to bringing 
the discussion to an end. In reply 
Senator Davis simply stated that he 
could not at present say when the de- 
bate would cease and when the Sen- 
ate would be prepared to take a vote. 


LAWS FOR ALASKA.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Senator 
Hansbrough today offered the follow- 
ing amendment to the House bill 
pending before the Committee on Pub- 
lio Lands, extending the homestead 
laws and providing for railroad right- 
of-way in Alaska.

is allowing the entry, free of duty, of 
all miners’ outfits and a supply of 
provisions and the clothing, the whvo!- 
not exceeding in quantity 2500 pounds 
for each person proposing to engage 
in mining in British Columbia or the 
Northwest Territory; and, further, that 
fishing vessels of the Tnitéd States 
having authority under the laws ‘of 
the United States to touch ane trade 
at any port or ports, place or. places 
in the British Dominions of North 
America, shall have the privilefe of 
entering such port or ports, place or 
places, for the purpose of  pur- 
chasing bait and all other supplies and 
outfits in the same mannaer and wnder 
the same regulations as may eyrist 
there, applicable to trading \¢asels of 
the most favored nations and of trans- 
shipping their catch, to be transported

DR. BROWN DROPPED. 


FORMAL ACTION OF THE CHICAGO 
CONGREGATIONAL ASSOCIATION, 

Special Meeting Called to Take

CHICAGO, Feb. 14.—Rev. C. O. Brown 
was today forenally dropped from the 
membership of the Chicago Congrega- 
tional Association. A special meeting 
was called for the purpose of taking 
action on tis letter of resignation, 
gent from San Francisco some time 
ago, and also containing a request 
for a special meeting io hear him. Dr. 
Browns’ letter admitting his guilt and 
asking ito be retired was read. Then 
Dr. Brown, who was accompanied by 
his wife, was given an opportunity 
to be heard, but was cut short when 
he requesied that he be allowed to 
withdraw his letter of resignation, and 
a committee was appointed to report 
on the advisibility of accepting Dr. 
Brown’s resignation as a member of 
the association. 

The committee subsequently reported 
in favor if acceptance, agid this report 
was adopted by a vote of 30 tol. The 
debate was continued on the question 
as to whether Dr. Brown should not 
also be dismissed from the association 
on the grounds of illegal membership. 


COMMONS AND SILVER. 


International Conference Again 
Comen Up for Consideration,

LONDON, Feb. 14.—Replying to a 
question of Mr. Field in the House of 

Commons today, as to whether the gov- 

ernment intended to coé6perate in pro- 

moting an international conference to

INDIAN FRONTIER POLICY.

LONDON, Feb. 4.—The House later 
discussed the amendment of John Law- 
son Walton, Liberal member for South 
Leeds, to the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne, raising the 
question of the government’s Indian 
frontier policy. Mr. Walton cfiticised 
it from a Liberal standpoint, disap- 
proving of the occupation of Chitral 
as being the source of the present 
troubles, and: urging the government 
not to tamper with the independence 
of the frontier tribes, who, he said, 
were “the natural bulwark of India.”’ 
~ Lord George Hamilton, Secreary of 
State for India, replied. He said it 
was impossible to evacuaite Chitral 
without impairing the prestige of 
Great Britain, and the tranquility of 
these tribes. The present troubles, he 
continued, proved that the occupation 
of Chitral was welcome, and he warmly 
repelled the opposition’s charges that 
the government had been .guilty of 
breach of faith with the local tribes in 
continuing the occupation.

PACIFIC RAILWAY STOCKHOLD- 
ERS MUST PAY BIG BILL. 


Illinois Supreme Court Decided a 
Case That Has Been Dragging 
for Years. 


A MILLION DOLLARS INVOLVED. 


THE STOCK HAD BEEN INFLATED 
MOST TOO MUCH, 


So the Stockholders Must Pay This 
Difference—Chicago Capitalists 
and Bankers the Principal 
Beneficiaries. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

CHICAGO, Feb. 14.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Stockholders in the Pacific 
Railway Company must pay creditors 
and bondholders of the corporation the 
amount of inflation of the stock. The 
Supreme Court of Illinois rendered this 
decision today in affirming the decision 
of the Appellate Court, which held that 
the stockholders are liable. The case 
was remanded to the Circuit Court 
with instructions to compel the cred- 
itors to prove up what is due them, 
compel the stockholders to Show the 
true value of their stocks and then 
command them to pay to creditors the 
balance due. 

The amount involved is said to be 
something like $1,000,000, though the 
exact amount has never been ascer- 
tained. The case has been in the courts 
of Illinois for several years, with re- 
sults first in favor of the stockholders 
and then of the creditors. The opinion 
of the Supreme Court is final, and the 
order to the lower court is but a formal 
process to secure final settlement. The 
stockholdersareall,or nearly all, Chicago 
capitalists, while the creditors include 
several ranks of the city. The text 
of the Supreme Court’s order to the 
Circuit Court is here given: 

“Judgment of the Appellate Court 
that the decree of the Circuit Court 
of Cook county be reversed and that 
the cause be remanded to said Circuit 
Court is-affirmed, but its directions to 
said Circuit Court are modified, and 
said Circuit Court is directed to take 
account of the debts owing by the Pa- 
cific Railway Company, and to whom, 
and of a fair actual value of the prop- 
erty of the company actually received 
for its stock as paid—the extent of 
euch value of property received exceeds 
the sum of the indebtedness so as- 
sumed—and when such account is 
taken, to enter a decree charging ap- 
pellants who obtained stock in the Pa- 
cific Railway Company in exchange for 
shares in the capital stock in the Los 
Angeles Cable Railway Comapny (and 
those, if any, who obtained stock in 
the Pacific Railway Company by as- 
signment by owners having at the time 
of notice that*#Such stock issued by the 
Pacific Railway Company in exchange 


| for such stock in the Los Angeles Cable 


Railway Company, or notice that it is 
not in fact paid in full by subscribers, 
respectively,) with their pro rata share 
of such debts of the company to the 
extent of the unpaid, if any portion of 
their stock, respectively. 

“After exhausting the assets of the 
company, as provided’ in section 25 ‘of 
the act concerning corporations, ap- 
proved April 18, 1872, the cost in this 
court will be adjudged against appel- 
lants. Judgment affirméd.” 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Feb. 15.—The stockhold- 
ers in the Pacific Railway Company 
must pay the creditors and bondhold- 
ers of the corporation the amount of 
the inflation of the istock. The Su- 
preme Court of Illinois has rendered 
this decision in affirming the decision 
of the Appellate Court, which held 
that the stockholders were liable. 

The case is remanded to the Circuit 
Court with instructions to compel the 
creditors to prove up what is due them, 
to compel the stockholders to show 
the true value fo their stocks, and then 
to command them to pay to the credi- 
tors the balance due.

The case has been in the courts of 
Illinois for several years, with results 
first in favor of the stockholders and 
then of the creditors. The opinion of 
the Supreme Court is final, and the 
order to the lower court is but a for- 
mal process to secure a final  séttle- 


ment. The stockholders are all, or 
nearly all, Chicago capitalists, while 
the creditors include several of the 


banks of the city. Among the former 
are mentioned C. B.*Holmes, John J. 
Mitchell, James L. Houghteling, Mor- 
ton B. Hull and Alex Geddes. Holmes 
was the president of the Pacific Rail- 
way Company. All of the foregoing 
were directors. 

In 1889 Holmes formed a syndicate 
which purchased a horse-car line in 
Los Angeles. A company was organ- 
ized under the title of the Los Angeles 
Cable Railway Company, and the work 
of transforming the line into a cable 
road was begun. The original figures 
had said that $1,500,000 would be 
enough to build the system, and put 
it in operation, but the syndicate found 
that $2,000,000 would he required. A 
new organization was then arranged, 
and the title of the Pacific Railway 
Company was adopted, capitalized at 
$2,500,000, and incorporated under the 
laws of the State of Illinois. 

The bonds of the company were taken 
up by many of the Chicago banks with 
the understanding, as the creditors’ 
attorneys have repeatedly asserted in 
the courts, that ‘the capital steck was 
paid up in full. Subsequently a rival 
road entered the field in Los Angeles, 
and the boom went to pieces. Under 
these conditions the company failed 
with a heavy indebtedness. 

In viewing the case, the Master-in- 
Chancery reported that only about 32 
per cent. of the stock of the cable com- 
pany had been paid up. Certain of the 
stockholders in the old Los Angeles 
Cable Company, who had exchanged 
property and stocks in that concern for 
shares in the Pacific Railway Company, 
together with the holders of bonds, 
brought suit against the stockholders 
for the recovery‘ of the amount of the 
inflation of the stock. The case was 
fought through all the lower couPts un- 
til it reached the State Supreme Court, 
which yesterday decided that the stock- 
holders must pay the creditors and 
bendholders of the corporation § the 
amount of the inflation of the stock. 

In affirming the opinion of the Ap- 
pellate Court and remanding the case, 
the stockholders are practically left 
‘without recourse. By the opinion an 
important question In law is decided as 
to the liability of stockholders for the

MINISTER BARRETT POPULAR. 


Siamese Newspapers Regret His Im- 
pending Departure. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 14.—The Sia- 
meso newspapers just received are 
‘unanimous in their expressions of re- 
gret at the impending departure of 
Minister Barrett, wha will be suc- 
ceeded by Hamilton King of Michigan. 

The Siam Free Press says editori- 
ally, under date of December 6, last: 
“The news. that Mr. Barrett, United 
States Minister resident, will leave us 
in the spring of next year will be re- 
ceived, we think, with unqualified re- 
gret in Bangkok. Representatives of 
his type are rare.. They are a class of 
men who do credit to their country 
and honor to the administration that 
appointed them. The Siam Free Press 
is not given to adulation, and if we 
speak warmly on the merits of the 
Minister who is about to leave us it is 
because the community of Bangkok— 
Siamese and European—feels warmly 
on the good works Mr. Barrett has per- 
formed in a diplomatic, social and gen- 
eral sense since his arrival in Bang- 
kok.” \ 

The Bangkok Times, the official or- 
gan of the government, says: “The 
announcement of the appointment of 

new Minister resident to represent 
the United States. government «at the 
Siamese Court will.be received with 
very genuine regret. That may not 
be quite the diplomatic way to welcome 
the coming and speed the parting 
- guest, but it is true all the same— 
though one need not say that Mr. 
King will not be very cordially re- 
ceived.” 


FIGEL CASE REOPENED, 


Evidence Relative to the Tragedy, 
Forgery and Embezzlement. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 14.—The Fi- 
gel case reopened today before Judge 
Cook and a jury. Many witnesses were 
called for the prosecution, but nothing 
of importance was developed. In the 
morning, general evidence relating to 
the tragedy was given, but during the 
afternoon testimony related chiefly to 
embezzlement and forgery chiarges for 
the prupose of showing a motive for the 
alleged murder of Isaac Hoffman.

DEFAULTER PAYS UP. 


FORMER MARSHAL OF FAIRHAVEN, 
WASH., REPENTS. 


Has Been Living in Buenos Ayres, 
Where His Experiences Read 
Like a Romance—Full of Ups 
and Downs. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 


TACOMA, Feb 14.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Mayor J. Wayland Clark of 
Fairhaven has just been notified by 
the State Department that Mr. Buch- 
anen, American Minister to the Ar- 
gentine Republic, has been paid $10,- 
000 in payment of Fairhaven’s claim 
against W. S. Parker, formerly Mar- 
shal. and ex-Tax Collector of Fair- 
haven. Parker held that dual posi- 
tion in 1887, when Fairhaven was 
booming. He wasa giant in strength 
and spent his money like water, and 
had never met his match drinking 
whisky. He was practically ruler of 
Fairhaven, and, though an officer, it 
was whispered that he knew much 
about inside affairs of the big smug- 
gling ring then operating extensively 
through the Northwest. 

Late in 1887 Parker left Fairhaven 
for a ten days’ vacation, and did not 
come back. Experts were set to work 
and showed him to be at least $10,000 
Short in his accounts. In scores of 
cases he had put tax payments into 
his pockets, failing to fill out’ the re- 
ceipt stubs. It has remained impossi- 
ble to this day to tell the exact 
amount of his stealings, for delinquent 
taxpayers are still producing Parker’s 
receipts, when they come in to settle 
back taxes of six and seven’ years’ 
standing. His defalcation was esti- 
mated at Fairhaven as high as $30,000, 
and is known to have reached $15,000. 

Parker went to Halifax and then 
to Buenos Ayres. His experiences 
there read like a romance. He has 
been poverty-stricken, rich, poor 
again, and now is in affluent circum- 
stances once more. His money has 
been made at gold mining in the Cor- 
dilleras of the Far West, near the 
Chilean frontieh. With wealth came 
repentance, and a desire to repay the 
stolen money. This was once pre- 
vented by an attack of pneumonia, re- 
sulting in a month of suffering. Last 
May Parker opened negotiations with 
Fairhaven through the State Depart- 
ment at Washington. 

A prominent citizen of Fairhaven was 
sent to Buenos Ayres to secure the 
money, which Parker had agreed to 
pay. 
a business depression prevailed, and 
Parker was unable to realize on his 
mining interest. He deposited a large 
quantity of stocks with Minister Buch- 
anan, as security for the payment of 
the debt. During the year mining 
stocks were still depreciated, and 
Parker could not pay. Recently he 
cabled an offer of $9000 snot cash for 
release. The City Council of Fair- 
haven cabled back that £2000 in Lon- 
don exchange would be accepted. The 
latest cable announces that this has 
been paid Minister Buchanan. 


NICARAGUAN SURVEYS. 


The Surveyors Sink to Their Arm- 
pits in the Mire. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 


SAN CARLOS (Nicaragua,) Jan. 23.—[Cor- 
respondence of the Associated Press, wired 
from Chicago Feb. l4.] The hydrographic 
party under the command of Lieut. G. ©. 
Hanus and the party of civil engineers under 
charge of G* W. Brown, both belonging to.the 
United States Nicaraguan Canal Comuigsgion, 
arrived here December 31. 

January 7 the work of the survey began in 
earnest. Mr. Brown began the measurement 
of a base, but found the coast so difficult that 
‘he had to abandon his first line after having 
cut through wood and swamp for more than 
a mile. A point was reached where it was 
impossible to set up a transit. The men sunk 
to their armpits in the mire. The party had 
better luck with their next effort, and a line 
has been cut through the forest for nearly 
three miles, which will afford a practical base 
for the hydrographic party to work from. 
The regular system of lines was begun Janu. 
ary 15, and the total up to date is upward 
of three hundred sea miles. 

Lieut. Hanus has received a telegram from 
Admiral Walker, telling him that the Nica- 
raguan gunboat Eighteen Ninety-three haa 
been placed at his disposal for the running of 
the survey. Mr. Hanus will be away for 
ten days or two weeks, and about two weeks 
mare d hg return the work on the lake will be 
nisned, 


Attempted to Kidnap a Prince. 


KINGSTON (Jamaica,) via Ber- 
muda, Feb. 14.—An attempt was made 
late Saturday evening to kidnap 
Prince Clarence, formerly chief of the 
Mosquito territory, who is now living 
here as a pensioner of the British 
government.

The company guarantees police protec- 
tion in both instances. The date and 
place of meeting has not yet been de- 
cided upon, but the articles will call 
for a meeting at some place west of 
the Missouri River in the month of 
July.

NO MORE BOXING. 


St. Louis Shuts Down on Pugilistic 
Entertainments. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


ST. LOUIS, Feb. 14.—Saturday night 
Gen. James M. Lewis, vice-president 
of the Board of Police Commissioners, 
issued an order against further boxing 
and sparring exhibitions, claiming it 
was a violation of the law. Mayor 
Ziegenheim said concerning the order: 

“It has seemed to me all along that 
the law was against prize fights. Per- 
sonally I am opposed to them. I is- 
sued permits to the recent exhibitions 
because I thought they were not unlaw- 
ful, and for the further reason that I 
believe a very large majority of the 
best citizens of St. Louis approved of 
boxine and sparring exhibitions, when 
conducted properly.

COAL COMBINATION WINS. 


Three Anti-Trust Cascs Lost on a 
Technicality. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

ST. LOUIS, Feb. 14.—The United 
States government lost three anti-trust 
cases. today in the United States Court 
of Appeals. 

The original suits were brought by 
United States Attorney J. A. Judd of 
Utah against F. H. Moore, D. J. Sharp 
and EK. L. Carpenter. A_ technicality 
in reference to jurisdiction in the 
change from a Territory to a State 
was the cause of the court's action. 

F. H. Moore is the agent fer the 
Union Pacific in Salt Lake county, and 
manages the company’s coal business. 
Sharp & Carpenter are large operators 
and belong to the Salt Lake Exchange. 
It was claimed by the government that 
an agreement existed whereby the price 
of coal was so manipulated as to shut 
off competition and deter the progress 
of trade. Indictments were found and 
the cases tried in the Territorial court, 
The men were found guilty of seeking 
to establish a monopoly, and were each 
fined $200 and costs. 

Some of the proceedings went over to 
the Circuit Court that was formed 
when Utah was admitted to the Union, 
and a successful appeal was made upon 
a technical legal point. 

Judge Riner.delivered the opinion of 
the court. 


NAVAL APPROPRIATIONS, 


TWO NEW DOCKS AND ONE NEW 
BATTLESHIP PROVIDED FOR. 


Mare Island and Boston Navy Yards 
Will Get the Former and the 
Pacifie Coast the Latter—Hard 
Work to Secure This Much, 


[BY DIMECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Mare Island and Bos- 
ton navy yards will be given new 
docks, and the Pacific Coast one new 
battleship in the Naval Appropriation 
Bill, according to plans of the commit- 
tee thus far matured. This will be 
done in the face of the demands for 
economy, of the insistence of Speaker 
Reed that no extraordinary expense be 
incurred, and will be due to the hard 
work done by the friends of the navy, 
who insist that at this time there shall 
be no let-down in the progress of the 
work afloat.and ashore. 

While the Bunce board recommended 
five new docks, there is involved such 
expense that the leaders of the lower 
House have decided that a cut must be 
made in the estimates of the bureaus. 
League Island will likely require an ap- 
propriation for enlarging the dock 
there, and this well be all that will be 
done in the way of docks. 

Portsmouth and New Orleans are left 
out simply because the Naval Bill must 
be kept below the figures first esti- 
mated. There would have been no ap- 
propriation for a battleship but for the 
fact that no money is carried actually 
until next year, by which time, it is 
said, there will be plenty of money in 
the treasury. 


DISORDER IN CHINA. 


FOREIGNERS RECEIVE NO PRO- 
TECTION FROM RUFFIANS, 


Numerous Cases Where They Have 
Been Attacked, Robbed and Mal. 
treated—Insulted and Spat tpon 
in the Citjes. 


fASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SHANGHAI, Jan. 9.—!Correspondence of 
the Associated Press. Wired from Chicago, 
Feb. 14.] Authentic reports have reached 
here of recent date from all sections of the 
Chinese empire, indicating that riots and at- 
tacks upon foreigners is the order of the 
day. The attacks seem to be those of tso- 
lated ruffians, rather than a concerted ac- 
tion on the part of the populace. 

In one of the central provinces, Hu-Pen, 
a riot was instigated by the students of the 
military academy. Property was stolen and 
the members of the several native churches 
were scattered over the country. Seventeen 
leaders of the riots have been arrested and 
are standing trial. A chapel of the Wesleyan 
mission ws destroyed during the riot. In 
the same provinces several Chinese mer- 
chants were set upon by marauders, and 
after a fleree fight the robbers carried away 
the spoils, consisting of 7000 taels, which the 
merchants were carrying in coin to a 
neighboring city. 

From Soo Chow, in Central China, comes 
the authoritative information that in collec- 
tion of rentals in and around Soo Chow 
there has been a persistent refusal on the 
part of the natives, and that an altercation 
occurred in which a woman was killed and 
others injured. The native magistrates 
themselves, when attempting to hear those 
cases, have been mobbed, pelted with mud 
and compelled to flee from the court of 
justice. 

In Canton, Southern China, where most of 
the traveling is by rivers and canals, steam 
launches and boats carrying foreigners have 
been repeatedly held up by bands of rufilans. 
and recently a European woman missionary 
was brutally treated, her boat being held up 
in the river. The men, overpowering her 
coolies, boarded it by foree, and, robbing 
her of her money, left her in a sorry 
plight. 

From Formosa, just off the coast of Cen- 
tral China, authentic reports come that the 
whole of the country is disturbed. Re- 
peated attacks by armed bands of robbers 
are being reported day by day. Travel in 
the interior is unsafe at the present time. 

From the province of Chuen, one of the 
provinces nearest the highlands of Thibet. 
authentic information comes of riots instlt- 
gated and led .by military students, and of 
the destruction of property. 

In the well-governed city of Shanghai and 
the European section there are confirmed re- 
ports of insulting treatment of foreigners by 
Chinese. A prominent lady riding upon a 
wheel passing the west gate was insulted bv 
a Chinaman, who spat in her face. Chinese 
soldieys, even in Shanghai, have attempted 
to throw foreigners from their carriages. 
Boys in the streets are set by older people to 
follow at the heels of prominent European 
residents of the city, throwing mud and call- 
ing indecent names. 

In view of the 
soon to throw sections of Japan open to for 
eigners, there are interesting reports of the 
Buddhist and Shinto priests asscmbied in one 
of the principal provinces to discuss the situ- 
ation. They have promulgated the following 
four resolutions, and request ail Japanese to 
be governed by them: 

“1. To cultivate feelings of abhorrence of 
foreigners and to refuse in principle to sell 
or buy of them anything whetsoever. 


“2. To refuse absolutely to rent their 
houses or lands fo foreigners. 
“3. To refrain entirely from using forcign-

REPUDIATING A FOOL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPOKT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—In conver- 
sation with a Madrid correspondent of 
the Herald last night, one of the Cab- 
inet ministers said: 

“You may say openly, as coming 
from Sefior Sagasta and from each of 
us, that we entirely condemn in the 
most absolute manner Sefior de Lome’s 
letter. We are ashamed, grieved and 
sorry thereat. The ministers feel more 
grieved than President McKinley can 
possibly he. We are honest men who 
have been placed in a false position 
by a fool.” 

In reply to further questions, 
Minister said: 

“Canalejas’s journey was absolutely 
private, and in no way possible did 
we trust or use him.” 

The Washington correspondent of the 
Herald says that the announcement 
from Madrid that the Spanish Min- 
istry has decided to reply in a fitting 
manner to Minister Woodford’s repre- 
sentations in regard to the De Lome 
letter is highly satisfactory to admin- 
istration officials. No one is more 
pleased over the matter than the 
President. He has never doubted from 
the first that Spain would repudiate 
the action of its Minister. His only 
concern has been that the delay in 
closing the incident might lead to some 
outburst in Congress, which would 
cause embarrassment to the adminis- 
tration before the Spanish government 
had had an opportunity to make 4 sat- 
isfactory response. 

RETURNS THE LETTER. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Actuated 
by a sense of honor and a strict idea 
of justice, the State Department has 
taken steps to-place in the hands of 
Sefior Canalejas, to whom the. letter 
Was addressed, the epistle written by 
Sefior Dupuy de Lome, which lied to 
the resignation of the Minister. The 
transaction is explained in the follow- 
ing brief statement, given out tonight 
by the State Department: 

“Recognizing that the legal ownership 
of the De Loine letter is in Mr. Canale- 
jas, and his agent and attorney, Mr. 
Carlisle, having proper authority to 
recéive the same, the letter was deliv- 
ered to him today.”’ 

In view of the State Department the 
letter was a stolen document, and in 
that, like any other piece of property, 
it should, upon application, be deliv- 
ered to its rightful owner. There was 
no other course left open, for, in the 
United States, as in all other countries 
having a code of laws, a letter bécomes 
the sole property of the person to 
whom it is addressed immediately it 
Starts on its way from the sender. 

Notwithstanding all that has been 
said in the press about demands on 
Spain for apologies or retractions of 
the disagreeable things said by Seftor 
de Lome in his letter, it can be posi- 
tively stated that at no time since the 
publication of the letter has the State 
Department taken any such course. In- 
stead, it has relied entirely upon the 
sense of propriety of the Spanish govr- 
ernment to do all that was proper and 
needful to wipe out the unpleasant im- 
pression produced by these statements, 
and it can now be said that this course 
has been fully justified and that the 
Spanish Cabinet, now being aware of 
the full ‘text of the letter, is expected 
within a day or two to make such dis- 
claimer of the letter as is required by 
the circumstances. 

Tonight the State Department re- 
ceived official notice from Madrid of 
the selection of Sefior T.,uis Polo Rér- 
nabe to succeed De Lome. 

WOODFORD’S DEMANDS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MADRID, Feb. 14.—The note from 
Minister Woodford demanded that 
Spain should formally disavow the in- 
Sults to President McKinley contained 
in Sefior Dupuy de Lome's letter to 
Sefior Canalejas.

Minister shall arrive in Washington 
simultaneously with or before the ar- 
rival of the delegates from Spain, 
Cuba and Porto Rico, appointed to par- 
ticipate in the drafting of a eommer- 
cial treaty that Premier Sagasta con- 
sicers to be of the highest importance.

SETTING TRAPS FOR LER. 
Spaniards Trying to Get a De Lome 
Letter Out of Him. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—A special to 
the World from Havana says that 
there is a rumor that the palace 
authorities have a letter written by 
Consul-General Lee, the contents of 
which are as interesting, even excit- 
ing, for Spain as the De Lome letter 
to Canalejas was for the United States. 
A rumor was set afloat that Gen. Lee 
had resigned. 

A strong effort is being made ‘to get 
Gen. Lee into the same boat with De 
Lome. The members of the <Autono- 
mist Cabinet do not like him. He dia 
notvisitthem officially as the real head 
of the government in Cuba, so they 
thought to secure some private letter 
Written by Gen. Lee, which would give 
robust views of the Cuban question. It 
was thought that Gen. Lee's frankness 
in conversation insured the existence 
of such missives, and the opinion was 
openly expressed that Gen. Lee would 
have to go, too. 

Even if some seemingly compromis- 
ing letter from Gen. Lee were in the 
possession of the palace people, it is 
unlikely that Gen. Blanco would push 
the affair. as he admires Gen. Lee. 

AUTONOMY A FAILURE.

to newspapers. 


M. Bertillon said the interviews were 
false. 
Being pressed by M. Laborie, as 


to how, unless he had seen the secret 
documents, he was able prove at 
court-martial that Dreyfus wrote the 
bordereau, M. Bertillon answered that 
be could aot exvlain without docu- 
menis that were no longer in his pos- 
session. This statement caused a sen- 
sation in cecurt, and M. lLaborie de- 
manded that the advccate-general com- 
pel the witness repiv. The advo- 
cate-genera!l made no answer. 

Finally. M. Bertillon, who persisted 
in not answering questions, left the 
Witness stand amidst considerable upe 
roar, M. Laborie remarking, “And 
that is the inant upon whose evidence 
Dreyfus was convicted!” 

M. Yves Guyect, the former Minister 
of Public Works, testified that the 
Esterhazy court-martial was a “parody

on justice.”’ (Excitement in court.) 
The further statement of M. Guyot 
that the officials of foreign govern- 


ments were fully cognizant at the Es- 
terhazy court-martial, of the proceed: 
ings, caused @ venewed sensation. 

M. Guyot expressed the opinion that 
the government commission that prose- 
cuted Maj. Esterhazy was far more 
like counsel for the defense than the 
prosecutor.

WHY THIS DELAY? 

The Special Committee on Mountain 
Water, composed of Grider, Hutchi- 
son and Ashman, has asked for and 
has been granted an extension of two 
weeks’ time in which to present its 
report. Now, the question naturally 
arises, why this unnecessary delay? 
Why this dilly-dallying? Why this 
temporizing with a question of vital 
interest to every voter and every tax- 
payer of Los Angeles? Is it not plain 
that the committee is in the pay of 
the water company, and is seeking to 
betray the people, to sell them out, 
and, in short, to “do” them? What 
other reasonable interpretation can be 
placed upon this singular request for 
delay? 

The attention of the San Francisco 
Crawl is disrespectfully called to this 
grave and suspicious action on the 
part of the Special Committee on 
Mountain Water. It really looks bad, 
and the Crawl should tnrow itself into 
the breach without regard to conse- 
quences. The people are just simply 
tired out with this policy of delay, 
and no confidence is violated in stat- 
ing that they are on the verge of in- 
surrection. 

The fact that Grider and Hutchison 
voted solidly against the resolution 
recently adopted, calling upon. the 
water company for an inventory of 
its worldly possessions, lends a lurid 
color to the suspicion that they are 
simply the hired tools of that band of 
brigands. Now that these same men 
are seeking to delay the report of 
the Special Committee on Mountain 
Water—which has been looked for- 
ward to by all honest citizens with a 
degree of interest that is almost, if 
not quite breathless—now that these 
syndicated Populists have thrown off 
all disguise, and are playing so di- 
rectly into the hands of the ‘steen 
stockholders of the water company, 
the proof of their duplicity seems final 
and conclusive. 

But it is well after all, perhaps, that 
these men were granted the two 
weeks of extra time for which they 
asked. Two weeks’ time is only four- 
teen days—or cnly twelve working 
days—which is not long to _ wait, 
though of course it would be a long 
time to hold one’s breath. It will 
therefore be permissible to breathe, in 
the mean time. But everybody should 
be willing to give Grider and Hutch 
plenty of rope, in the sincere hope 
that they will hang themselves. 


SPAIN’S HOPELESS CAUSE. 

The manner in which the De Lome 
letter reached the public throws a 
strong side-light on the Cuban situa- 
tion, and indicates in some degree the 
extent to which the Spanish cause is 
honeycombed with treachery. The 
letter, according to the press dis- 
patches, was written by Sefior de 
Lome at his private residence, in part, 
and taken to the Spanish Legation, 
there to be finished. It was left on 
the Minister’s desk in his private of- 
fice while he stepped out for a half 
hour. During that time it was read 
by an attaché of the legation, who, it 
seems, was in reality a Cuban spy. 
Notes of its contents were made, 
which were promptly forwarded to the 
heads of the Cuban Junta in New 
York; so that probably even before 
the letter was placed in the mail, the 
leaders of the junta were in posses- 
sion of the essential parts of its con- 
tents. 

The letter was addressed to Sefor 
Canalejas, who was then at Havana. 
But secret advices were sent by ihe 
junta to attachés of the postoffice in 
Havana, telling them of the ex- 
pected arrival of the letter. Upon its 
arrival at the Havana postoffice, the 
letter was opened, its contents ab- 
stracted, blank paper substituted, and 
the envelope was then delivered to 
Sefior Canalejas. 

The fact that the Spanish Legation 
at Washington has or has had among 
its trusted attachés, a Cuban spy, is 
significant. The further fact that the 
Cuban Junta at New York could com- 
municate with an attaché or attachés 
of the Havana postoffice, and could, 
through such an agency, secure a 
designated letter, shows how little the 
Spanish authorities can depend upon 
the loyalty of even the salaried em- 
ployés of the government. If the gov- 
ernment cannot command the loyalty 
of its own agents, its cause is mani- 
festly hopeless. 

This is only one incident among 
many going to show the inherent 
vitality of the Cuban rebellion. £o 
varied and subtle are the tactics em- 
ployed by the insurgents and their 
outside allies, that Spanish diplomacy 
and Spanish arms ‘seem alike power- 
less to circumvent them. In the 
Cuban insurgents Spain #s confronted 
by a foe that knows no defeat. If 


unexpected strength in another. It 
fights in secret as well as in the open. 
it is elusive, persistent, and indomita- 
ble, 

Spain is rapidly approaching a 
crisis where she must concede that 
the scheme of autonomy is an abject 
failure. -If autonomy fails, what shen? 
A return to the Weyler régime is im- 
possible. Further experiments will 
hardly be tohepated. The atrocious 
methods of warfare which have  pre- 
vailed in the island for some months 
past cannot be permitted to continue. 
In the nature of things, the end must 
be near at hand. 

American recognition of Cuban in- 
dependence would seem to be the 
most probable and practicable out- 
come of the impending crisis. Unless 
there should be a radical change in 
the situation, in the very near“ifuture, 
this will be inevitable. 

With American’ recognition of 
Cuban independence, the last hope of 
the Spanish government, so far as the 
subjugation of Cuba is concerned, will 
vanish. The Cuban cause would; re- 
ceive from American recognition an 
impulse which would assure its suc- 
cess. Spain would be driven out of 
Cuba within sixty days. 

A possible solution lies in the pur- 
chase of independence by Cuba. Spain

DOGS. 


THE BOARD OF HEALTH BE- 
LIEVES DANGER EXISTS. 


Two Ordinances are Recommended 
to the City Council for 
Adoption. 


HYDROPHOBIA IN THE CITY. 


DOGS MUST BE MUZZLED ON 
PUBLIC STREETS. 


THE 


The Meat Inspector Given Greater 
Powers—The Dairies Must Com- 
ply With the Law or Cease 
Business. 


That hydrophobia exists in Los An- 
geles among the canine race is no 
longer to be disputed by veterinary, 
dog fancier or owners of dogs . 

On Friday last a little child was bit- 
ten by a rabid dog, that had previ- 
ously been running amuck around 
Flower and Third strects, and the child 
now lies at her home awaiting the re- 
sults of the injury. The dog that bit 
her was a small fox terrier, a mongrel, 
and before the dog bit the child he 
had attacked and bitten a half dozen 
valuable house dogs in the neighbor- 
hood. 

Several of the dogs bitten, as well 
as the dog with the rabies, were killed 
by Health Officer Powers and a police- 
man. One dog that had been bitten 
by the’mad dog, the owner refused to 
have killed on the ground that it was 
his pet and “he would rather take the 
chances of the dog having hydropho- 
bia and biting some of the family than 
allow it to be killed.” 

Under the present law the officers 
had no option but to walk away. 
Should the man whose dog was bitten 
let the animal escape, and should it 
bite man or beast, he will be held re- 
sponsible. 

The Board of Health last night wr- 
dered Health Officer Powers to draft 
and submit to the board in special ses- 
sion, to be held this week, an ordi- 
nance which shall cover the following 
ground: “Every dog in Los Angeles 
shall pay a tax, regardless of the fact 
as to whether the canine is kept on 
the: owner’s premises or not. . 

“Female dogs, of whatever breed, 
and no matter how confined, if within 
the city limits, shall pay a double tax, 
the rate to be fixed by the Council. 

“Policemen and the Health Officer 
shall have the right to impound or kill, 
upon sight, any unmuzzled dog run- 
ning at large. 

“All dogs shajJl be muzzled when 
on the streets, (‘whether acccmpanied 
by owners or not.” ; 
“It is a stringent ordinance that is 
proposed, but one which the board 
feels necessary to the preservationavof 
the lives of the little tots who go to 
kindergarten and primary schools. 
Children, as a general proposition, love 
dogs, and when one comes along ‘the 
street on which they play, they pet it. 
Thus it was in the case of the child on 
Flower and Third streets, who was 
bitten in the hand. She knew the dog, 
tried to pet it, and it bit her. , 

Chief Glass was present at the ses- 
sion: of the board, and strongly urged 
that bettér laws for the protection of 
children against dogs should be en- 
acted. He said the city was overrun 
with cur dogs, and that he had ordered 
the dog-catcher to return to his duties. 
The Chief cited a case where a mad 
dog, running loose, had bitten a num- 
ber of cows and horses near Glendale 
before being killed. The Chief said 
that it was no use fooling with the 
matter. If an ordinance was passed 
whereby every dog should be muzzled 
on the streets and the police empow- 
ered to kill the dogs not mugzled, then 
people who valued their dogs would 
keep them at home or muzzle them. 

Some objection was made to the muz- 
zle part of the ordinance, if a dog 
owner had paid the license. 

“Well, don’t you think a mad dog 
with a license-tag on it can bite as 
hard as one without a tag?” indig- 
nantly asked Dr. Powers. 

That settled the muzzle question, and 
the Council at its next meeting will 
be asked to pass an ordinance protect- 
ing the children and grown people from 
attacks by dogs offlicted with rabies: 
to authorize the capture and slaughter 
of every unmuzzled dog found running 
loose on the streets and to compel the 
payment of a tax on every dog kept in 
the city, whether the canine occupies 
a. cushion in the sunny bay window or 
runs the garbage route for food. 

As stated the ordinance will be a 
strict one, but the gemeral public amd 
the owners of good dogs favor the 
measure, outside of the fact that nmar- 
ents with litile ones going to school or 
playing about the streets, want them 
protected against vicious and mad- 
dened dogs. 

The Board of Health also took up the 
dairy question. Milk Inspector Hooser 
reported that the orders of the board 
were being ignored, especially by the 
Chicago and Green Meadow dairies. 
Some of the dairies had complied in 
part with the orders but the two dairies 
mentioned thad failed to do so The 
board ordered a specific report ty be 
made at the special meeting this week, 
and announced that dairies which had 
not complied with the rules would 
have their licenses revoked without 
and further controversy. 

Then came the meat-inspection aues- 
tion. Health Officer Powers presented 
the new ordinance which the board had 
instructed him to draw for submission 
to the Council. This ordinance speci- 
fies that the word crematory ehall be 
censtrued to mean the garhage crema- 
tory of this citv: that the Health Officer 
and his inspectors shall be empowered 
to enter any and every place where 
fish, ‘meat, game or poultry is sold or 
served for food, for the murpose of in- 
spection; ‘that any stock condemned 
shall be removed within four hours to 
the crematory at the expense of the 
owner; that calves, of whatever breed. 
must be over four weeks old and weigh. 
65 pounds or over, before being placed 
om the market. 

The ordinance esvecifies punishment 
for refusal to obey its vrovisions in 
conformity with the stiatutes. The or- 
dinance was unanimously recommended 
to the Council for passage. 


YOUNG WOMAN DETAINED. 


She Will Be Sent Home to Her 
Father on Wednesday. 

Annie Trimble, the daughter of Abe 
Trimble of San Luis Obispo, was ar- 
rested and detained at the Police Sta- 
tion at the request of her father, yes- 
terday afternoon. Annie, who avers 
that she is 18 years and 4 months old, 
and, therefore, her own mistress, cried 
bitterly and promised to return to her 
home, if permitted to go, but she will 
be detained until tomorrow, when she 


will be put on board a steamer and |: 


shipped north to her father. , 

Friends of Annie who called at the 
Police Station last night in an at- 
tempt to secure her release, charac- 
terized the girl's detention as a per- 
secution. They say that the girl is 
of age, and of sound mind, and only 
left home because her father disap- 
proved andi prevented her prospective

marriage. She had repented her act, 
they said, and was ready and willing 
to return to her father’s house. As her 
father seemed to doubt this in his 
telephone message to Chief Glass, the 
girl was not permitted to go, but was 
made as comfortable as possible in the 
fo No charge was placed against 
er. 


CIVIL-SERVICE REPORT. 


HOPES OF THE ADVOCATES OF 
THE LAW REALIZED. 


The Commission Says the Economy 
and Efficiency of the Service is 
in Striking Contrast to Extrava-. 
gance and Inefficiency — Extent 
of Operations. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The annual 
report of the Civil Service Commission 
for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1897, 
has been presented to the President. 

The report begins with a statement 
to show that, after an experience’ of 
nearly fifteen years, the hopes of the 
advocates of the Civil Service law have 
been largely realized. In practice the 
law has proved to be a constantly ex- 
erted force in the direction of economy. 
Coneidering the few changes in the 
service under the merit system and the 
wholesale removals under the patron- 
age system, the economy and efficiency 
of the one stand in striking contrast 
to the extravagance and inefficiency of 
the other. 

Since 1883 (the year of the organiza- 
tion of the commicsion,) the unclassi- 
fled positions that have been subject 
to political control have increased in 
number 37 per cent., and in cost 43 per 
cent., while the classified positions sub- 
ject to examinations have remained at 
a standstill. The large extension of 
civil-service rules in May, 1896, to in- 
clude positions hitherto unclassified, the 
report says, brought to light a num- 
ber of unnecessary positions. Quite a 
number of these have been abolished as 
a measure of economy. The whole 
number of persons examined during 
the year was 49,145, of whom 28,598 
passed. The number of appointments 
were 4136. 

The commission, the report says, has 
been steadily making its examinations 
more practical. Numerous complainis 
have been made of violation of the 
rules of the civil-service in the Treas- 
ury Department, the Department of 
Justice, and the Interior Department. 
In each case examinations have been 
made by representatives of the com- 
mission, and such cases as appeared to 
be violations of the law were referred 
to the department to which it belonged. 
In each case the commission has not 
at yet received a reply. 

The report speaks highly of the pro- 
motion system baced on the efficiency 
record. This has been especially in- 
dorsed by the Navy Department in the 
work in the wards. On the other hand, 
the commission deprecates the proposi- 
tion of limited tenure of government 
office, pointing out that it would not 
only impair the efficacy of the service, 
but open the door for political influence. 


OVERDOSE OF CHLORAL. 


MR. FLAGLER’S EXPLANATION OF 
BARON HICKEY’S DEATH.

Standard Oil Magnate Reaches El 
Paso and Makes an Investiga- 
tion Before Procceding North- 
ward—Dead Man Was Eccentric 
and Had Heart-trouble. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO, THE TIMES. ] 

EL PASO (Tex.,) 14.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] John H. Flagler, the 
Standard Oil magnate of New York and 
father-in-law of the late Baron Har- 
den-Hickey, who committed suicide in 
this city last Wednesday night, 
reached here today en route to San 
Francisco. The train arrived at 4:30 
p.m., and laid over until 7:30 o’clock. 
He was met at the station by Chief 
of Police J. H. Lockhart and Manager 
Fisher of the Pierson Hotel, to whom 
he had telegraphed to be on hand. 

Flagler wished to investigate person- 
ally the circumstances that attended 
his late son-in-law’s death, and after 
a short conference, he was escorted to 
the hotel, and shown the room in which 
the Baron breathed his last. After 
making @ thorough examination and 
closely questioning Manager Fisher, 
Chief Lockhart and. the physicians 
who examined the remains, Flagler 
gave it as his opinion that the death 
was accidental. He said: . 

“JT am thoroughly satisfied that 
Baron Hickey had no intention of com-: 
mitfing suicide, for there was abso- 
lutely no reason why he should die. He 
and his wife were on the best of terms. 
He left her a few months ago to 
visit his plantation in Mexico, and they 
have corresponded regularly ever since. 
He was not in financial distress. His 
mother is a very wealthy woman, and 
he is her only child. While I do not 
doubt the genuineness of the letter 
which was found in the room, I at- 
tribute that to the Bafon’s eccentric- 
ity. He has written similar letters 
before, but my opinion is that the 
Baron died of an overdose of chloral, 
to the use of which drug he was ad- 
dicted. He was a great sufferer from 
heart disease, and he had written to 
his wife that the high altitude of 
Mexico City was causing him great 
suffering. I think that he _ took 
chloral to relieve his illness, and that 
it proved fatal to his diseased heart.” 

Flagler left at 7:30 o’clock for San 
Francisco, where his daughter,’ the 
Baroness, and her two children are 
awaiting his arrival.

CRISIS IMMINENT. 


CUBAN COMPLICATIONS THREATEN 
IMMEDIATE WAR WITH SPAIX.

President McKinley’s Patience Al- 
most Exhausted — Inexplicable 
Delay of the Foreign Relations 
Committec — Additions to the 
Spanish Navy. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Cuban affairs are 
rapidly approaching a crisis. Despite the 
almost superhuman efforts the administration 
has made and is making to preserve the 
peace, the danger of war was never greater 
than it is today. President McKinley has 
been long suffering. He has submitted to the 
pretenses of men who he knew were de- 
ceiving him; he has entered into reciprocity 


negotiations with people who he knew were 
not sincere; he has submitted to being se- 
cretly mocked by those who congratulated 
themselves on the fact that they had succets- 
fully hoodwinked the American President and 
the American people. He has undergone all 
this rather than plunge the country into war, 
unless it should be absolutely necessary to 
preserve our honor. But the end of his pa- 
tience is very near. 

The De Lome episode is over and past, but 
its results are not yet at an end. Let us say 
nothing of the manner in which the Minister, 
who blackguarded the President who was his 
friend, will be received on his return from the 
United States. Let us omit the crowds and 
the plaudits that will greet the gallant gen- 
tleman who pretended to flatter the President 
to his face and scoffed at him behind his 
back. These will be Hard enough for the 
American people to read about later on, but 
they are not yet of immediate concern. 

But the crucial point oftthe*whole affair is 
that De Lome freely admits that ha has been 
trifling with us in the bribes he offered; that 
his reciprocity treaty is founded on a lle; 
that it was all done for effect. He. was to 
dangle a bribe before the nation of shopkeep- 
ers—before the Wall-street bucket-shap keep- 
ers—for effect, until the crisis was over. 

The whirlwind of denunciation that has 
greeted this exposure is likely to have far- 
reaching effects. It is difficult to conceive a 
more deliberate insult to the American pco- 

le than it embodies. When these effects have 

ad time to work back to Congress, where 
there are dozens of members who depend for 
their reélection on the feeling of the people 
that they have done their duty, will it be 
possible to longer thwart the desire for action? 

It must be understood that the speaker, de- 
spite the assertions of Democrats, has no real 
power over the subjcct. It is the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee whose duty it is to con- 
sider any resolution in regard to Cuba. No 
such resolution can be debated on the floor 
except by unanimous consent, unless it has 
been reported from this committee. 

This committee has not yet reported, on the 
ground that it is proper to leave the matter 
in the hands of the President, and on the 
further ground that the members of the House 
would be driven by fear of pcpular sentiment 
to vote for a Cuban resolution, although they 
are opposed to it, and although the country is 
opposed to it. It is strange, if the country 
is opposed to it, that Congressmen should vote 
for it through fear of the country’s displeas- 
ure. It would seem that the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee 1s protecting the members 
against themselves and against the will of 
the country. In other words, it ho'ds that our 
plan of government is a failure, and that the 
people are not fit to decide suck a question 
for themselves. 

The whole situation is full of danger. Con- 
sider for a moment. Here is a majority of 
fifty upholding anon-action policy against their 
will and at a great peril to their political ex- 
istence. Daily the strain grows greater. Yon- 
der in Spain is a jingo party, headed by 
Weyler and De Lome, whose cardinal princi- 
ple of faith is that war should be declared 
against the United States. This party is grow- 
ing stronger day by day with the confessed 
failure of the mock autonomy that it was 
never intended to grant. Yonder, again, off 
the shores of Cuba, are two powerful fleets of 
warships, commanded by hot-headed naval 
officers, Spanish and American, alike eager 
to see service and win honors. Here and 
there along our coast are filibusters fitting 
out for Cuba. How long will all these ele- 
ments remain combined in the unstable equi- 
librium that now exists. 

These are not the views of an alarmist. 
Nor am I in favor of war as a usual thing. 
From personal experience in Cuba last spring 
I can testify that all the rebels in existence 
there are not worth the blood that would be 
shed in a war with Spain. But it now looks 
as though this were a case where the sur- 
gery of battle were necessary to cut out this 
hideous Cuban ulcer and permit the western 
continent to grow healthy again. Little 
doubt remains that only by war can this 
situation be closed, and the longer it is post- 
poned the more ready Spain will be, and the 
harder will be our task. For it must be 
clearly understood that when the ships Spain 
now has building are ready for sea, as they 
will be in a few months, her fleet will be lit- 
tle, if any, inferior to ours. 

She will soon have eight large cruisers, 
with twelve inches of armor, and of twenty 
knots speed. Our battleships, which alcne 
can fight them, make only sixteen to sevén- 
teen knots, while our ‘cruisers, which make 
from eighteen to twenty-three knots, 
only an inch or two of aimor. If we must 
fight, why wait for ail these to be cma- 


pleted?

The Explorer Will Tell ef His 442-— 
im the Arctic. 

The services of Lieut. R. E. Peary. 
the Arctic explorer, have been secured 
by The Times for two lectures, to be 
given next Friday and Saturday even- 
ings at the Los Angeles Theater for 
the benefit of the Lark Ellen Home for 
and the Associated Chari- 


Lieut. Peary, who has already made 
eight expeditions to Northermmest 
Greenland, will deliver his famoue jec- 
ture, “ tions in Northernmmost 
Greenland,” illustrated by over ome 
hundred magnificent lantern views. His 
subject is an exhaustive one. and ex- 
plains many mysteries of the nerth un- 
known to the average student and 
reader. His story of his experiences 
near the North Pole while on ‘ais trip 
of 1300 miles on foot across Green- 
land's ice caps, is probably the most 
fascinating of daring attempt, thrilling 
adventures and magnificent accom- 
plishment ever told from the platform 
It includes also his experiences and the 
hard work encountered in securing and 
bringing to New York the great 160- 
ton meteorite now in the New York 
Museum. He tells a very interesting 
story of the Esquimaux and how they 
live on Greenland’s icy shores, of 1300 
miles traveled on foot on icy plateaus, 
53800 feet above sea level, all of which 
is graphically illustrated by pictures 
caught by the way. The expedition im 
one place was buried for days under 
snows drifted by great windstorms, 
long detours were made to compess 
crevasses, at the tead of glacier 
basins: narrow escapes were made by 
dogs and sledges and their occupants 
when crossing yawning ice crevasses. 
In one instance the finding and killing 
of a musk ox saved their lives. A 
complete resumé is given of recent Arc- 
tic explorations, expeditions now in the 
field, utility in Arctic efforts, etc. 

A very interesting story of his trip 
made from the winter quarters across 
the great ice to Independence Bay will 
hold the attention of any audience. 
There is also a description of the voy- 
age to Whale Sound, a South Green- 
land pom: the natives, the most north- 
erly town in the world, the passage of 
the dreaded Melville Bay, narrow es- 
capes from the Meiville ice pack, flow- 
ers and waterfalls of the land of snow 
and ice: the Bronze Sphinx black cliffs 
and dazzling ice caps; fur-clad children 
of the North Pole. Igleos, Tupics. 
Kayaks, all interesting subjects and 
mew ones to the hearers. It is an in- 
teresting talk and many of its features 
are identical subjects now interesting 
the traveler to the Yuken and Klondike 
country. It is a strange story told by 
a man who knows how to tell it; a man 
to whom science is deeply indebted, 
and the story is told for a cause in 
which all ere deeply interested.

Evident Determination of the 
People of Los Angeles to Hold 
the Annual Festival.

NIGHT PARADE, WATER CARNIVAL 
AND MASK BALL. 


No Difficulty in Arranging the Most 
Splendid Spectacle Ever Seen 
in the City—What is Snid 
by Citizens.

It is of no consequence what the 
railroad managers think or want, or 
don’t want: nor is it necessary to know 
whether they make or lose money. This 
is not their Fiesta, nor can they sit 
in their offices and dictate to the peo- 
ple of Los Angeles. If they do not want 
to contribute anything, they need not 
do so. The necessiiry funds will be 
secured without their assisVance. If 
they make any money out of the effair, 
so much the better for them, for it 
cant’ be helped. If they don’t make 
anything, seo much the better will some 
other persons be pleased. 

There has been rather too much fi- 
nancial calculation in the discussions 
of the Fiesta question. A carnival is 
not primarily a money-making scheme, 
a speculation, and should not be coneid- 
ered on that basis. It is worth all it 
costs to give everybody a few days 
of relaxation and revelry, even if no- 
body makes a dollar directly. It is @ 
good thing for the city, just as parks 
and recreation grounds and holiday 
celebrations of all sorts are good things 
for everybody. It is good for a man 
to cease chasing nickels for a day or 
two and spend a few dollars for fun., 

Many persons whose opinions on the 
subject have been asked, seem to fear 
that it is impracticable to make ar- 
rangements for the carnival in the time 
remaining, but they need have no fear 
on that score. The managers of the 
affair have not neglected the prelimi- 
nary work, but have everything ready 
to go ahead. The designs for floats 
Lave been considered carefully, and the 
floats can be built in short order. De- 
signer Robinson is in New Orleans, and 
will be back here with some sugges- 
tion from Mardi Gras. It is intended 
to make the water carnival and il- 
lumination of Westlake a more promi- 
nent feature of the fiesta. It was a 
brilliant success last year when it was 
only an experiment, and it can be 
made the most splendid display of the 
fiesta. 

It is also pi oposed to have a grani 
masquerade ball, a night of revelry in 
which all may participate in true car- 
nival spirit. The illumination of the 
principal business streets will be a spe- 
jal feature of the programme, and it is 
the purpose of the committee to en- 
courage the merchants to make bril- 
liant displays in front of their stores 
by awarding prizes for the most effec- 
tive illumination. 

All these features, with a great floral 
parade, will make La Fiesta of 1898 the 
greatest yet held, and there will be no 
difficulty inccmp,eting the arrangements 
if the pecple take hold with a determi- 
nation to make the people’s fiesta a 
brilliant success and a finer show than 
ever wee given in Los Angeles with 
the assistance of the railroads. Never 
mind whether the railroads make a 
profit or not. The people of Los An- 
geles are bigger than any railroad cor- 
poration, and they can prove that to 
be so by holding their fiesta in their 
own way and at their own expense, 
leaving the railroad people to monopo- 
lize the littleness if they choose to 
do so. 

WHAT THE PEOPLE THINK. 

Expressions of opinion were obtained 
yesterday from a few representative 
business men, and are given below. 

Fred Wood, general manager of the 
Los Angeles Railway Company: “lI 
have always been, and, am, deeply in- 
terested in the yearly fiestas, and con- 
sider it a matter for regret that a 
hiatus should have occurred this year. 
But men view the fiesta from'a double 
Standpvoint, from the artistic and the 
financial: one is personal, the other 
impefsonal. From the artistic point 
of this, 1 imagine every one is in 
favor of having the fiesta just as 
usual, but as a pwréely business prop- 


osition some objections might be raised. 


No one that has not worked on some 
of the fiesta committees can imagine 
the amount of work that has to be 
done in the way of preparation. As 
matters stand, can money, sufficient 
to give a fiesta up to the standard of 
excellence demanded, be obtained: and 
can all the prenarations be made and 
the fiesta be made in every way a 
success? I would wish to see it go 
through, and whenever a programme 
is ultimately decided upon; the com- 
pany will contribute what is fair in 
the light of what may be outlined in 
the way of a plan.” , 

M. M. Potter, of the Van Nuys 
Hotel: “Yes, I am just as much in 


favor of having a fiesta as ever I | 


was. I will confess, though, that I 
do not like, and I don’t think it good 
policy, for committeemen to badger 
people to increase their subscriptions. I 
will give $250 with all the pleasure in 
the world, but I don’t feel that I can 
give more. Apart from any actual 
profit any one may make out of the 
fiesta, I think it attracts attention to 
this section, and in that indirect way 
benefits everybody.” 

J. D. Hooker, Los Angeles street: 
“It appears as if the transportation 
companies held the key to the situa- 
tion, but if the public take hold, then 
there is no reason why fiesta should 
not be held. I am inclined to think 
if it. was cut down to one or’ two 
days, the fiesta would be even more 
successful than heretofore.” 

Charles B. Booth, machinery, Los 
Angeles street: “I was not here at 
last flesta, but fram what I heard about 
it, and also from what I heard in the 
Kast regarding the yearly carnivals 
here, I believe it would take about 
$40,000 to prepare a fiesta that wduld 
fulfill the anticipations that have been 
formed. This is a lot of money, time 
fs short. and unless the thing can be 
done well. I would be in favor of let- 
ting the fiesta lapse for a year.” 

Simon Maier, wholesale meats, Spring 
sireet: ‘I have always been in favor 
of the fiesta. I think it a good thing 
for the city, and so am in favor of 
putting it through this year.” 

Louis Vetter: “I believe La Fiseta, as 
now proposed, is more likely to prove a 
success for 1898 than it would have been 
if left to the management of a close 
corporation such as exists in the or- 
ganization which has just voted to 
abandon the enterprise for this year, 
leaving it to be taken up on popular 
lines. 

“The first, and in many respects 
most satisfactory flesta we have had 
owed its success to the fact that in- 
Gtvidual workers received due recogni- 
tion for their services, which were in 
nearly every instance given gratuit- 
ously, and this stimulated effort, which 
tn connection with subsequent fiestas 
was lacking in @ great measure. 

“In my judgment, thia, to a certain 
extent, acoounts for the absence of

I am, however, in favor 
of having a fiesta, but on a different 
and modified plan.” 

Phineas Newmark, of Newmark 
Bros., Los Angeles street: “I thhave 


been actively concerned in each flesta 
gotten up, and I think it is an injus- 
jice on the part of the transportation 
companies in not contributing this 
year. I take the greatest interest in 
the fiesta, but as the matter stands 
today I can’t see how it can be car- 
ried through.”’ 

W. E. Bluett of Mullen & Bluett, 
wholesale and retail clothiers: “No, I 
think it is unfair, and if the trans- 
pertation companies will not con- 
tribute Iam _ in favor of iet- 
ting the  flesta lapse this year. 
This I say. too, believing the cele- 
bration to be a good thing for the city.” 

Secretary Wiggins of the Chamber 
of Commerce: “It would be one of the 
worst things that could happen, if La 
Fiesta were discontinued. The celebra- 
tion should be carried on this year at 
all hazards, even if it cannot) be as 
elaborate heretofore. Have a 
fiesta.”’ 

Mr. Letts, superintendent of the 
Broadway Department Store: “It 
would work a real Wardship on the 
city if La Fiesta were to be abandoned. 
It brings much money into the coun- 
try that would never ect here in any 
other way.” 

T.’ E. Gibbon: “Of course we must 
have a fiesva. I am more than pleased 
to see The Times take the matter up, 
and there is no doubt that it can be 
tmanaged successfully.

TOO MUCH JOHNSON. 


WEBB’S MAN CLINGS TO HIS JOB 
LIKE A LEECH. 
Refuses to Recognize the Fact That 


He Has Been Kicked Out by 
the Board. ~ 


BRAGG POSES AS A “REDEEMER” 


BUT GIVES AID AND COMFORT TO 
THE BANDITTI. 


Webb’s Charges Against Braly 
Shown to Be Baseless—McInerny 
Plends for the Democracy. 
Routine Business. 


There was quite a lively time at the 
meeting of the school board last even- 
ing. For @.time the spatting be- 
tween the directors threatened to rele- 
gate all routine business altogether a 
of sight. And all of this because Sec- 
retary Johnson either would not or 
could not realize that he was persona 
non grata to the board, and had to 
give place to his elected successor. 

First of all, however, the certificate 
of A. M. Bragg, the new member of 
the board from the Seventh Ward, was 
read, and in answer to a demand that 
he say a few words, Mr. Bragg did 
make a few remarks. He stated that 
while all of the members of the 
board were strangers to him, and he 
met them fer the first time, he would 
like to say that it had been with ex- 
treme reluctance that he haa accepted 
nomination for the office. It badn't 
cost him a cent, the people of the 
Seventh Ward had sent him, and he 
hoped to redeem the reputation of a 
previous member, and to do that he 
had been eiectea by Republicans and 
Democrats alike. ‘“‘My time is my 
own,” said Mr. Bragg, ‘and I shall 
do all I can to sustain. and enhance 
the reputation of our schools.” 

* President Davis expressed his pleas- 
ure at hearing such sentiments from 
the new member of the board, and 


|] indorsed the idea that the board de- 


vote itself to the betterment of the 
schools, rather than to personal mat- 
ters, such as disgraced the board dur- 
ing the past year. ° 

The president then intimated to the 
board that contrary to his understand- 
ing as to what had been determined 
upon at the previous meeting, Secre- 
tary Johnson had refused to surrender 
his office. He ruled that, in holding 
possession of the office, Mr. Johnson 
was acting illegally, and he suggested 
that the properly-elected secretary at 
once take his place. 

Conrey moved that all courtesies be 
according the retiring and incoming 
secretafes, and that they meet and 
agree upon a time for the transfer, 
and that for this purpose a recess be 
taken for five minutes. 

Secretary Johnson explained to the 
board that under section 9 of the city 
charter, he would continue to act as 
secretary until the position should be 
declared vacant. 

President Davis held that the elec- 
tion a week ago was sufficient notifi- 
eation of vacancy. Realizing that Mr. 
Averill would be under some difficulty 
in taking up the duties of the office, 
he had asked Mr. Johnson to remain 
for one week. 

A short recess was taken, and upon 
reassembling, Conrey moved that Sec- 
retary Averill take his seat as secre- 
tary, but before the motion was put, 
Poor moved that Mr. Johnson be heard. 
That motion carried and Mr. Johnson 
said that during the year he had tried 
to conduct the office of secretary to 
the satisfaction of the board, and if 
he had failed he had never heard about 
it. He knew that the fortune of poli- 
tics was like the fortune of war, but 
he maintained that until the office of 
secretary was declared vacant it cer- 
tainly couldn’t be filled. Mr. Johnson 
then addressed President Davis per- 
sonally and, while giving him credit for 
having said that the schools should not 
be put into politics, charged him with 
having said a week ago, when his vote 
was asked for, that he couldn't vote for 


politics. 

President Davis claimed that he had 
said that politics had been intro- 
duced into the board, and for that rea- 
son he couldn't vote for him. Johnson 
took issue, but the president declared 
that particular matter closed. . 

McInerny was troubled as to the 
legal complications looming ahead, and 
Webb charged that a direct trade had 
been made, the position of Building 
Superintendent being bartered for the 
vote for the secretaryship. He sug- 
gested that the matter be referred to 
the City Attorney. 

Braly arose to express his surprise 
at Mr. Johnson’s attitude, which he 
thought untenable and unpolitic. 

McInerny moved the matter go over 
one week, while Mathis suggested that, 
as Mr. Johnson had informed him that 
he was acting on the best legal advice, 
the matter ought to be held in abey- 
ance until they also could be advised 
in the premises. 

Webb moved that the motion that 
Averill take his place at once he 
tabled, and upon being put, Webb, 
Bartlett, Poor and McInerny hung to- 
gether, but the president declared the 
amendment Jost. On the-.origina] mo- 
tion there was also a tie vote, which 
the president declared lost. 

Braly then moved that when the 
board adjourned it do so to meet again 
this evening. .Webb suggested next 
Monday by way of amendment, and the 
amendment carried, upon being put to 
the vote.

THE LEAGUE'S. REPORT. 


To the Board of Education, Los An- 
geles, Cal.—Gentlemen: In the matter 
of the charges preferred by Walter L. 
Webb, a member of your body, against 
J. H. Braly, also a member of yvour 
body, which charges were referred by 
you to the Municipal Reform Commit- 
tee of the League for Better City Gov- 
ernment for investigation, this commit- 
tee would respectfully report. 

The question before the committee 
was not one involving the determina- 
tion of facts, but of law. A copy of 
the charges was placed in the hands of 
Messrs. H. T. Lee and W. J. Hunsaker, 
attorneys for the league in this case, 
with instructions to prepare an opin- 
ion which would serve as a basis for 
the further action of the committee in 
this matter. The opinion which has 
been thanded this committee by their 
attorneys is herewith submitted to your 
board. While the league is ready to 
conduct any investigation warranted 
by the facts presented, yet, acting un- 
der the advice of our attorneys, that 

the League for Better City Govern- 
ment would not be justified in prose- 
cuting the charges which have been 
made against Mr. Braly,” the Munici- 
pal Reform Committee, authorized to 
act for the league in these matters, de- 
clines, in view of the legal opinion ren- 
dered, to put the city to the unneces- 
Sary expense of prosecuting the charges 
made by Walter L. Webb against J. 
H. Braly.

THE LEGAL OPINION. 

LOS ANGELES (Cal.,) Feb. 8, 1898. 

Concerning the charges which have 
been made against J. H. Braly, a mem- 
ber of the Board of Education of this 
city, there are two questions involved: 

First—Are the acts done by the bank, 
of which Mr. Braly is president, such 
as, under the_provisions of section 73 
of the City Charter of Los Angeles, 
authorize the Board of Education to 
remove Mr. Braly from his position as 
a member of such board? 

Second—Are the acts done by the 
bank such as render Mr. Braly liable 
to criminal prosecution by virtue of 
section 923 of the Political Code, and 
section 7 of the Penal Code? 

It is our opinion that the acts done 
by the bank are not such ag would 
authorize the Board of Education to 
remove Mr. Braly and deprive him of 
his seat in such board. The two prin- 
cipal reasons which justify this con- 
clusion are: 

First—Because the transactions in 
which the bank engaged, and out of 
which it secured a benefit, were not 
“contracts’’ made by the board. The 
contracts between the board and the 
individuals were at an end. The in- 
dividuals had performed their respec- 
tive contracts; such performance had 
been accepted, and the claims had been 
duly allowed. The board had nothing 
more to do with the contracts, and, as 
far as it is concerned, the contracts 
were at an end when the claims there- 
under had been allowed. In other 
words, the contracts had all been fully 
executed, The only interest which the 
bank, of which Mr. Braly was an offi- 
cer, secured was an interest in the pro- 
ceeds of these fully-executed contracts, 
and the rule that a member of the 
board cannot be interested in a@ con- 
tract made by the board has never 
been extended so as to include an in- 
terest in the proceeds of such contract 
after its execution. 

In all the cases, without exception, 
the contracts to which the rule is ap- 
plied are contracts made with the 
board in which the member has a di- 
rect interest, because he is the party 
contracting, or an indirect interest be- 
cause he is a member of a firm or a 
stockholder in a corporation which is 
the contracting party. 

The second reason why this section of 
the City Charter does not contemplate 
a transaction of this kind is because 
the reason for the rule does not. and 
cannot, exist in this case: and. wheré 
the reason for a rule ceases, so does the 
rule itself cease. The only reason 
which has ever been assigned why a 
member of a beard of education should 
not be interested directly or indirectly 
in a contract made with the board is 
that, as a member of the board, the 


. individual is an agent of the school 


department occupying a _ position 
trust and confidence. Standing thus in 
a fiduciary position, where he must 
show the greatest fidelity, the law for- 
bids him from dealing with the board 
in his individual capacity. It  he- 
cause of the mere conflict of personal 
interest with trust oblieations that ren- 
ders such a contract veid, irrespective 


of 


‘of whether it is fair or not. 


Now, in this case, the contracts made 
by the board, as has been shown, were 
at an end. The board had done the 
final act which it is pessible for it to do 
with respect to the original contracts 
which it made. As the board can do 
nething, an individual member of the 
beard could do nothing: consequently, 
with respect to any proceeds of that 
contract. the member'is under no trus- 
tee duty to the school department, be- 
cause one cannot be a trustee of prop- 
erty in which the cestui que trust has 
no interest. There can, then, be no pos- 
sible confilat between personal interest 
on the one hand and trustee duty on 
the other. No reason. therefore, does 
exist which would bring these trans- 
actions within the class of those for- 
bidden by the Citv Charter. and since 
no reason evists, the rule itself, in «ac- 
coréance with a well-recognized maxim 
of law. also ceases, 

Tt ie further eubmitted that the acts 
committed by the bank are not guch 
as wovld render Mr. Braly Mable to 
criminal prosecution. inasmuch as such 
acts were the ects of the bank and not 
of Mr. Braly. If Mr. Braly personally, 
or by dn agent. had purchased the 
warrants in question, then the act 
would have been his, and: he would 
have violated the sections of the Politi- 


cal and Penal codes above mentioned. 
But the acts done were done by the 
bank in the ordinary course of its busi- 
ness; the bank- was not acting as the 
agent of Mr. Braly, but Mr. Braly was 
acting for the bank. The bank could 
have purchased these warrants with- 
out knowledge of Mr. Braly, and even 
in opposition to his positive dissent; 
but, in any case, the act of the bank, 
even if done, with the consent of Mr. 
Braly, is not Mr. Braly’s act. : 

For the above reasons it is our con- 
clusion that Mr. Braly has done no 
act which, under the law, constitutes 
a ground for his removal from office, 
or for which he could be held liable 
criminally; and that, therefore, the 
League for Better City Government 
would not be justified in prosecuting 
the charges which. have been made

INDUSTRIOUS THIEVES. 


MORE LIGHT ON RECENT DEPRE- 
DATIONS BY BURGLARS. 


Rich Haul Made by Housebreakers 
Last Saturday Afternoon — The 
Burglars Promptly Captured and 
Their Booty Recovered. 


According to outgivings of the police 
detective department, or rather in the 


absence of any outgivings from 
that source, there are no fresh 
burglaries or hold-ups to report. 


The chief of detectives, Mr. Bradish, 
who is supposed to keep well informed 
on burglaries, stated yesterday that 
about all the burglaries he hears of are 
the ones reported in The Times. That 
is probably why he did not mention the 
bold daylight burglary committed last 
Saturday afternoon. The Times over- 
looked the mater for.a day or two, but 
for the information of the general pub- 
lic and the police detectives in particu- 
lar the facts are now published for the 
first time. 

Despite all efforts to keep the matter 
secret, it leaked out yesterday that the 
residence of Mrs. E. M. Lewis, corner of 
Thompsonand Twenty-first streets, was 
ransacked by burglars Saturday after- 
noon during the absence of the family. 
Although the house is in a thickly- 
populated neighborhood, and the bur- 
glars had but a short time to do the 
work, they succeeded in entering and 
leaving unobserved, after a thorough 
search for valuables, in which they 
were rewarded by finding about $75 in 
money and $300 worth of jewelry. 

Mrs. Lewis locked her doors about 3 
o'clock Saturday afternoon and left 
the house for one-hour. During her 
absence thieves entered a screen porch 
from the rear, broke the glass in a win- 
dow of the kitchen, reached in through 
the hole thus made, and lifted the win- 
dow latch, then raised the sash and 
climbed in. 

First they’ went to the basement, 
where they broke open a trunk belong- 
ing to a young lady who had stored it 
there. They did not ‘take any of the 
clothes in the trunk, but seized some 
valuable jewelry. They then went up- 
stairs and turned things topsy-turvey 
in every closet and drawer in the 
house. Miss Jean M. Hanna, a kinder- 
garten teacher, who lives with Mrs. 
Lewis, had just drawn her salary and 
left three $20 gold-pieces in a drawer of 
her commode. The thieves appropri- 
ated this and also a lot of her jewelry. 

The burglars made free with the 
wardrobe of Harold Hoffman, a young 
man who rooms at the house. They 
were so attentive to the goodly raiment 
of Mr. Hoffman that they even untied 
the laundry packages and inspected his 
shirts. The pockets of various gar- 
ments were turned inside out, but for- 
tunately Mr. Hoffman had not left 
many of his valuables in his room. 


His bankbook was there. but. the 
thieves did not take it. They appro- 
priated two fine overcoats, however. 


which they afterward abandoned in the 
dining-room. 

In the latter room, the burglars 
looted Mrs. Lewis’s secretary, dumped 
out all her private papers, and made 
way with about $15 in money. They 
also took some of her jewelry. 

Mrs. Lewis entered by the rear door 
when she returned home, about 4 
o'clock, and about the same time the 
burglars made their escane by the 
front door. They evidently took a’'arm 
when they heard her coming, and 
fled incontinently, leaving the two 
overcoats which they brought down- 
stairs, on the dinner table. 

Mrs. Lewis was not at home long 
before she discovered the mischief that 
had heen done. She ran to the front 
door as soon as she saw the’ evidences 
of the burglary, and hailed a lady who 
was passing, and a little later a young 
man. Thus reinforced, she started on 
an exploring tour for the burglars, 
thinking thev might still be In the 
howse, hut they had made their es- 
cape. The next sten was to telephone 
for @ policeman, and one of the detec- 
tives promptly responded. He took 
notes of the affair, and said he be- 
lieved the job was done by two fel- 
lows whom the detectives had heen 
shadowing for several weeks. This 
impression on the part of the sleuth 
was strengthened by the statement of 
Mrs.-Lewis that two tramps had called 
at the house in the forenoon for some- 
thing to eat. 

The detective said he wovld return 
@gain in tne evening for w# list of the 
things that had been stolen. but did 
not show unr again until the next day. 
He reported then that he had _ the 
burglars in custody, and had recov. 
ered most of the plunder. Mrs. Lewis 
called at the Police Station vesterday 
and wes shown most of the valuables 
stolen from her hovse, which appeared 
to be proof absolute thet the right 
men were under arrest. She was also 
permitted to see the prisoners, and 
thought she was able to identify one ar 
them 48 one of the tramns who had 
begm@ed for food at her door Saturday 
morning. 

The hawkshaw who is credited with 
making this important capture was 
too modest to OWN when 
tioned last night, and his fellow-detec. 
tives, and the Chief, when approached 
for news yesterday were equally ret. 
loent about the matter, perhaps fear. 
ing that too much publjetty miehs 


swell the hea the officer who 80 
cleverly effected their capture. _ 

Thé story goes that the detective who 
had charge of the case received @ tip 
Saturday evening from a second-hand 
dealer who acts as a “fence” for 
thieves and furnishes secret informa- 
tion for the police, that he had just 


hurt the feelitas of the prisoners and 


bought a watch, a bracelet and a pin 


of a supposed burglar for $40, and that 
he knew where he and his. pal roomed. 
Acting.on this information the detec- 
tive went to the room and hid under 
the. bed, waiting for the burglars to 
come. in. About 2 o’clock one of them 
came and went ‘to bed. The. detective 
waited till he was asleep, then crawled 
out from underneath the bed and 
snapped the nippers on the fellow, 
whom he conducted to the station and 
put behind ‘the bars...~watch was kept 
all of Saturday night, and. on Sunday 
morning. two more prisoners,. supposed 
to be implicated in the Lewis burglary, 
were rounded up. All of the booty, in- 
cluding Miss Hanna’s three $20 gold 
pieces, tied in one of Mrs. Lewis's 
handkerchiefs, was recovered. The 
prisoners are kept in secret confine- 
ment and have not yet been booked 
on the police blotter. Their identity is 
known only to the detectives. 
BROADWAY BURGLARIES. 

The places broken into on Broadway 
Saturday night were the shops of the 
New York Tailoring Company, No. 322 
South Broadway; the tailor shop of R. 
E. Carter, in the Shannon Block, and 
the ladies’ tailoring establishment of 
H. Goldberg, adjoining. Not much was 
taken from any of these places. 

Officer Miller, while hunting for A. 
L. Hedberg of the New York Tailoring 
Company, on Sunday morning, to in- 
form him of the burglary of his shop, 
stumbled upon another important clew 
to 2 burglary. In a vacant storeroom 
at No, 430 South Spring stréet he found 
a large Saratoga trunk, securely locked, 
but with the bottom. broken in. 
Through the hole the contents, consist- 
ing of silk dresses, children's clothing, 
a large doll and other articles of more 
or less value, had been dragged and 
scattered about the room. The trunk 


and disarranged contents were sent to’ 


the Police Station to await identifica- 
tion by the owner. Meantime the po- 
lice are locking for the burglar or bur- 
glars who broke the trunk open. 
BILLY PHELAN IN FOR IT. 

John “A. Thielan, alias Billy Phelan, 
a notorious thief and ‘“‘dope”’ fiend, was 
arraigned before Justice’ Morrison yes- 
derday for burglary. Phelan was taken 
to-the Receiving Hospital last week 
for medical treatment. It was discov- 
ered that he was merely suffering from 
jim-pams, so he was given a fifty-day 
sentence for drunkenness. In the 
mean time the detectives secured evi- 
dence of three burglaries committed by 
Phelan. One of these was the carpen- 
ter shop of George W. Tolhurst at No. 
1022. South Figueroa street; another 
was a place at Beaudry avenue and 
Court street, and the third was a store 
in Chinatown. Most of the plunder, 
which did not amount to much, was re- 
covered. Phelan will have his prelimi- 
nary examination today. He has al- 
ready served two short terms in State’s 
prison.

The Council Deniés Protests Against 
Pasadena-avenue Improvements.

There was an unwonted atmosphere 
of peace in the Council chamber at the 
City Hall yesterday. The morning ses- 
sion was very brief, and little but 
routine business was transacted. The 
afternoon session was longer, but was 
equally uneventful. While the Coun- 
cil acted upom some measures: of: im- 
portance, the debates which usually 
enliven the proceedings were almost 
wholly wanting. 

The special committee- 
three weeks age to investigate the 
feasibility of obtaining a Mountain wa- 
ter supply for the city, was not pre- 
pared to report,’ and was granted an 
extension of two weeks’ -time. 

The protests against the acceptance 
of street improvements on Pasadena 
avenue were overruled. ~ : 

A petition from Martin C. Marsh 
and others asking for @ franchise for 
a general conduit system in the busi- 
ness district, wasreferred to the 
Board of ‘Public Works. 

A formal canvass was made of the 
returns from the Seventh Ward special 
election, and A. M. Bragg was de- 
clared to be the new school director 
from the Seventh Ward. 


MORNING SESSION. 


The morning session was chiefly oc- 
cupied with the reading of the regu- 
lar reports of city officials and‘ com- 
mittees. 

In accordance with the recommenda- 
tion of Health Officer Powers, it was 
ordered that hereafter Aliso street, 
from Alameda street to the river, and 
Third street, between Los Angeles 
street and Santa Fé avenue, shall be 
swept twice a week, instead of once 
in two weeks. .... 

A communication was received from 
the Highland Water Company, stat- 
ing thatat the reduced rates fixed by 
the Council last year, the company 
had been unable to make a reasonable 
profit upon the capital invested. The 
. company: called attegtion to the pre- 
vision of:sthe State law which directs 
that the-rates to be charged by wa- 
ter companies shail be fixed annually 
by the Council, in accordance’ with 
the condition of the companies’ busi- 
ness as show’: by their annual re- 
ports. No referenc> was made, how- 
ever, to the fact that the law also 
requires, that the rates fixed shall be 
uniform for all ihe companies doing 
business withim the city. Under this 
provisioén the rates fixed by the Coun- 
cil for the (‘ity Water Con] any must 
also apply to the two smaller com- 
panies, even though the laiter lose 
money thereby. 

The Highland Water Company asked 
that the_rate of 1896-97 be restored. 
The petition was referred to the W 
ter Supply._Committee. 

The law provides that the rates shall 
be fixed in February of each year, and 
that they shall take effect on.July 1.

LEGAL VICTORIES FOR THE CITY. 

City Attorney Dunn reported upon 
suits recently decided in which the city 
was defendant. In each case the de- 
cision was in favor of the city. The 
City Attorney’s report of these cases 
was as follows: 

“l. The case of Spangler vs. the 
City, for damages alleged to have been 
caused by the overflowing of a city 
zanja, was decided in favor of the 
| city by Judge Van Dyke on ‘Feb- 
ruary 8. 

“2. The case of Hellman vs the City, 
involving. the lines of Fourth street be- 
tween Main and Spring streets, Was 
decided by the same judge in favor of 
the city on February 4. 

“3. The case of Mitchel vs the City, 
to recover money claimed to be a bal- 
ance due on a bridge contract was de- 
cided in favor of the city by Judge Al- 
len on January 31+ 

“4. The case of Thompson vs. the 
City, involving the lines of Soto street, 
was decided in favor of the city by 
Judge Van Dyke in January.” 

The City Attorney also reported that 
there were a number of street and al- 
ley improvements which had been pend- 
ing so long as to be practically aban- 
doned. He asked for instructions con- 
cerning them. The improvements 
enumerated were as follows: 

The opening of an alley from Fourth 
street.to the Bradbury Block, between 
Spring street and Broadway; the open- 
ing of Pecan street from Aliso street 
to Third street; the extension of Clar- 
ence street from First street northerly

SUE YING’S BAD BLUNDER 


SHE UNWITTINGLY MARRIED AN 
EXTRA HUSBAND, 


And Now She is Being Prosecuted 
for Bigamy—The Case Attracts 
a Mongolian Crowd to the Town- 
ship Court, 


The preliminary examination of the 
Chinese woman, Sue Ying, on a charge 
of bigamy, was commenced yesterday 
Justice Young. Chinatown 
turned out the largest audience that 
has witnessed a trial in the Township 
Court for a long time. Asst. Dist.- 
Atty. McComas and Hugh Crawford 
are prosecuting’ Mrs. Tom Wo or Mrs. 
Ah Wing, née Sue Ying, and Horace 
Appel is defending her. 

The China girl was resplendent in 
a bright red shirt waist, with white 
cuffs and collars when she appeared 
in court. -She sat stolidly staring at 
the Judge during the proceedings, and 
appeared not to be. conscious of the 
fact that dozens of almond eyes were 
focused upon her form all over the 
room. 

At the outset Horace Appel balled 
up the proceedings by objecting to 
the introduction of any evidence that 
might be given by Ah Wing, the prose- 
cuting witness, on the ground that a 
husband cannot testify against a wife. 
Inasmuch as Wing declares that Sue 
was first married to him, then her 
second marriage is invalid and she is 
his wife. The prosecution didn’t know 
how to get around this point, but 
finally the court allowed Ah Wing's 
evidence to go in subject to a ruling 
on the objection later. 

Ah Wing then related the circum- 
stances of his marriage to Sue in 1891, 
and was corroborated by Hugh Craw- 


ford, who was a witness of the cere-" 


mony performed by Judge Smith, 

In opening the defense Mr. Appel 
stated that he expected to prove that 
Ah Wing was never married to Sue, 
but thet he had Lou Gong to imper- 
sonate him at the marriage. Ah Wing, 
he said, was the girl's 
been keeping her in a house of pr - 
tution previous to and after his alleged 
marriage.

LOWER COURT REVERSED. 


The Supreme Judges Decide an Im- 
portant Water Suit. 

A copy of the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision reversing the decision of the 
Superior Court in the case of N. H. 
Spurgeon, plaintiff and appellant 
against the Santa Ana Valley Irriga- 
tion Company, defendant and respond- 
ent, was received here yesterday. The 
case was tried before Judge W. H. 
Clerk, sitting for Judge Towner of 
Orange county. The question in the 
case relates to the rights of _ the 
plaintiff under purchase of water 
stock in the corporation. 

This stock was acquired by a pur- 
chase of a number of shares of water 
sold under a delinquent assessment. 

Each certificate issued by the com- 
‘pany centained the following words: 
‘Transferable on the books of the 
company by indorsement hereon, and 
surrender of this certificate, and on 
purchase by the transferee of the 
land covered by this certificate.” 

After the purchase of the delinquent 
water stock by Spurgeon, he applied 
to the company and demanded _ that 
certificates of stock issue to him for 
the shares so purchased, but with- 
out the clause just quoted, which 
would prevent him from piping — the 
water to other land than that con- 
trolled by the company, as he in- 
tended to do. . 

The company refused to deliver to 
the plaintiff the certificates without 
the clause, but was ready to issue 
to him certificates -with the clause in. 
serted. 

A suit was instituted, and the de- 
fendant company filed a general  de- 
murrer, which was sustained upon the 
ground that the facts alleged did not 
constitute a cause of action. Chief 
Justice Beatty, by whom the opinion 
Was written, says: 

“This ruling was erroneous. Upon 
the facts alleged the plaintiff was en- 
titled to certificates of stock in the 
form in which he demanded them; that 
is to say, without an indorsement 
which would render them. valuless 
and incapable of transfer. 
fendant could sell the stock of delin- 
quent shareholders—as it assumed to 
do—certainly the purchaser was en- 
titled to receive certificates for his 
shares in such form as would enable 
him to enjoy the ordinary rights of a 
stockholder, unless there was some- 
thing in the charter or bylaws of the 
company inconsistent with such 
rights.” 

On this last point Henshaw, who is 
one of the concurring Judges, has an 
additional word to say. He says: 

“IT concur in the judgment, but I am 


‘not willing even by silence to seem to 


assent to the proposition that the stock 
of a corporation can be made exempt 
from execution and practically unas- 
sessable by any possible set of by- 
laws. .. . Ido not dispute the 
proposition that one who purchases 
stock is bound by the articles and also 
by the bylaws of the corporation, but 
in this State, where corporations are 
formed under general laws, such laws 
are themselves part and parcel of the 
charter of the corporation, and as such 
are beyond the control of the cor- 
porators themselves. They can make 
no bylaws which conflict with or dis- 
Such a scheme in 
my opinion, is against public policy 
as declared 1n the statutes concerning 
corporations.’ 

Judge McFarland dissents from the 
judgment of the other Supreme Judges. 
He says: “I think that the jude- 
ment (of the Superior Court) should 
be affirmed. There is nothing in the 
articles of incorporation or the bylaws 
that is unconstitutional, in conflict 
with general laws, or for any reason 
Bylaws bind the 
company—the body corporate—as well 
as the stockholders; and the corpora- 
tion cannot sever the shares of stock 
for the land described in them by the 
devisee of a sale for assessments, any 
more effectively ;than it -could do se 
in any other way. It could collect 
assessments by suit; but if it under- 
takes to dispose of the shares assessed 
at a° forced sale, the purchaser takes 
them Impressed with the character 
given them by the charter, and by- 
laws; and if with that character they 
are not valuable to him, he has simply 
made a bad bargain with his eyes 
open.”

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL 


OFFICE OF THE TIMBS, 
. Los Angeles, Feb. 14. 1898. 
A PAN-AMERICAN BANK. One of 
the most serious impediments to our 
trade with the South American coun- 
tries is the want of proper and ade- 
quate banking facilities, and an effort 
is now being made looking to the es- 


tablishment of a pan-Americam in- 
ternational bank. It is probable that 
Congress will be asked to grant a 


charter for such an institution. The 


Chicago Banker says: 

“No guaranty would be required of 
this government any more than for 
the establishment of a national bank; 
indeed, the charter would come under 
the national-bank act, but with such ex- 
tension of powers as might be neces- 
sary to cover the situation and the 
peculiar conditions surrounding the 
new institution. It is asserted that 
$2,000,000 could readily be secured as 
soon as the books were opened for the 
subseription of stock, and the vast 
mereantile and manufacturing inter- 
ests of the United States would receive 
an impetus by reason of the opening 
up of a new and extensive field that 
would be far more beneficial to the 
masses of the people at large than any 
amount of monetary legislation.” 


? COMMERCIAL. 

A MACARONI TRUST. An effort is 
being made by several of the leading 
‘macaroni manufacturers of this coun- 

to consolidate that industry on the 
same lines adopted by other large 
manufacturing cominations. At pres- 
ent it seems likely that these nego- 
tiation® are to be successful, and be- 
fore ver¥ long there may be a “‘maca- 
roni trust.” Macaroni manufacturing 
in this country is divided into two sep- 
arate and distinct branches. In one 
are the large factories, conducted for 
the most part by Afmericans with im- 
proved machinery and methods, which 
sell their product to the American 
trade: in the other are the small Italian 
manufacturers, whose product is in- 
tended for and sold ‘to their fellow: 
countrymen in America. The Fruit- 
man’s Guide of New York says: 

“There is consumed in the United 
States annually about 10,000,000 pounds 
of macaroni. Of that amount about 
one-half is either made in this coun- 
try by Italians or imported by them 
exclusively for the ltalian trade. It 
is of a cheap grade and would not suit 
the American trade at all. Of the 
other 5,000,000 pounds about 75 _ per 
cent. is made in this cguntry, the re- 
mainder being imported from France. 
The American manufacturers do not 
come into competition with Italian mac- 
aroni. The French product, however, 
is much the same as that made here. 
The American or French macaroni 
sélis at retail at from 10 to 12 cents a 
pound, while the Italian make does 
not bring more than 4 or 5 cents. The 
duty on macaroni under the present 
tariff law is 1% cents a pound, which 
just about evens up the difference be- 
tween the cost of labor in France and 
here. Under the McKinley tariff law 
the duty was 2 cents a pound, and 
gave the American manufacturers a 
decided advantage over the French 
competitors. The Columbia factory at 
No. 24 State street and one in Daven- 
port, Iowa, are larger than any others 
in the country. They sometimes em- 
ploy as many as fifty hands. 

“The Davenport factory hes : just 
about the same capacity, each pro- 
dnting about 5000 case of twenty-five 
pounds each a week. There are two 
or three factories of considerable size 
in Brooklyn, several in Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati and other cities of the Middle 
West. and several on the Pacific Coast 
and in New Orleans. Just which of 
tHese factories it is proposed to take 
into the consolidated company is not 
known.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

FOREIGN PATENTS. The _ignor- 
ance of most inventors on the subject 
of foreign patents is used to advantage 
by some patent attorneys, who employ 
questionable methods. 

When a notice of an invention ap- 
pears in the Official Gazette, such at- 
torneys write to the inventor offering 
to secure foreign patents for him, stat- 
ing that such a course is necessary for 
the protection of his interests abroad. 
Nothing is said in these communica- 
tions, however, regarding the fact that 
unless the application for a patent 
abroad is filed before the Gazette 
reaches the foreign office it will be use- 
less when granted. 

The profits of this class of attorneys 
are enormous. The fees for obtaining 
protection in some of the countries are: 
England, £1 ($4.86:) Germany, 13 reich- 
marks ($3;) Belgium, f.10 ($1.93:) Hun- 
gary. 20 crowns ($5.36:) France, f.100 
($19.30,) and Italy, 40 lire ($7.72.) The 
attorneys charge the inventors about 
$50 for securing protection on their 
patents in any of these countries, and 
will secure the right in all of them for 
$235. As it will only cost the attorney 
about $50 in ‘fees for the protection in 


all of the mations above named, the | 


profit is very large. 

The Patent Office is just now inves- 
tigating the methods of these attor- 
neys, with a view of putting a stop to 
this fraudulent practice. 

The National Intelligencer of Wash- 
ington, D. C., gives the following in- 
formation regarding foreign patents: 

“The laws of foreign countries are 
not nearly so rigid as those of the 
United States, and in many of them a 
patent js issued for the asking, pro- 


vided the application be accompanied 
by the required fee. In Many no ex- 
amination is made to determine 
whether the article is patentable, and 
in some instances the patent is merely 
@ registration, the courts being de- 
pended upon \o settle the question of 
priority. 
“There is an International Patent 
Union, composed of seventeen of the 
leading countries of the world, namely: 
Belgium, Brazil, Denmark, France, 
Great Britain, Italy, Netherlands, Nor- 
way, Portugal, Queensland, San Do- 
mingo, Servia, Spain, Sweden, Switzer- 
land, Tunis and the United States. The 
union also includes the colonies of 
France, Portugal and the Netherlands. 
“These countries have formed an as- 
sociation for the better protection of 
inventions, trade and other commercial 
marks and similar industrial property. 
Aliens of any of these nations have 
the same rights, in any other country 
of the union, as the citizens thereof. 
“The countries having no patent 
laws at all are: Abyssinia, Korea, 
Dutch West Indies, Gambia, Greece, 
Honduras, Madagascar, Morocco, Para- 
guay, Sit. Vincent, Afghanistan, Chan- 
nel Islands, Cyprus, Dutch China, Gi- 
braltar.Grennada, Jiava, Monaco, Neth- 


erlands, Persia, Roumania, Samoa, 
Siam. Zanzibar, Bermuda Islands, 
China, Dutch Fast Indies, Falkland 
Islands, Gold Coast Colony, Havti. 


Montenegro, Nicaragua, St. Lucia, San 
Salvador, Sierra Leone and San Do- 
mingo.”’

NEW YORK MARKETS, 


Shares and Money. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—The weakness of 
stocks was pronounced today, and permeated 
every department of the market. The decline 
was quite uniform in the general list, and a 
few of the highly-speculative specialties 
broke severely. There was little reported in 
the way of buying orders at any point, and 
prices went off easily and rapidly. The mar- 
ket steadied at intervals, and rallied rather 
feebly, but pronounced dullness followed every 
symptom of recovery. Few of the active 
stocks have escaped a net loss of a point or 
more, and many prominent securities are over 
two points lower. The higher prices at the 
opening were caused by the confidence with 
which prices of Americans had been sustafined 
on the London exchange during Saturday's 
holiday in New York.

Meeting of the City Trustees—Mer- 
chants Indorse ‘the Sign Ordi- 
nance=A Neighborhood Row.

PASADENA, Feb. 14.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Pasadena has a sensation, which came 
to light this evening, although the event hap- 
pened a few minutes before midnight last 
night. As near as can be learned, a couple 
were sitting on the steps of the Linccin 
schoolhouse, when a man on a i 0Oi- 
cycle stopped in front of the school 
and, walking up to where the cou- 
ple were sitting, struck the man on both 
cheeks, knocking him partially insensible. The 
woman immediately ran off, and in her hurry 
forgot to take her cape. The man who was 
struck ran toward the sidewalk, but before 
he got there his assailant struck hjm again, 
and he fell to the walk. A few minutes aft- 
erward, as a young man rode down the ave- 
nue on a bicycle, the groans of the man 
lying on the walk attracted his attention. He 
asked the man about his condition, and he 
said that he had been sitting with the wo- 
man, whén a strange man had struck him in 
the face with two rocks, claiming that the 
woman was his wife. This the assaulted 
party disclaimed, but would not give his name, 
and said nothing further but to ask the way 
to Orange Grove avenue, as he said he was 
dazed. He claimed that he lived on Orange 
Grove avenue, but at what number declined 
to state. He averred that the yuung lady he 
was with was not the wife of the man who 
assaulted him, but st{ll wished nothing said 
about the matter. The police were notified, 
an fficer Bristol went up to the school- 
house, but when he arrived there no one was 
in sight. Inquiry of two surgeons failed to 
furnish any clew to the identity of the man, 
as neither of them had received a call early 
this morning, nor dressed any wounds today, 
such as would have been caused by a blow in 
the face with a rock.

Fogg, setting up that the Perris district was 
illegally formed and illegally existing.

NEGROES ARE ELATED. 


Illinois Supreme Court Decides They 
May Attend White Schools, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
ALTON Feb. 14.—The action 
taken by the State Supreme Court in 
sustaining the answer of the attorneys 
for the relator, Scott Bibb, in the Alton 
public school mandamus case, is the 
subject of much spirited comment and 
speculation here. The ruling is an im- 
portant point in favor of the colored 
people , as it sustains their answer to 


‘the demurrer filed in behalf of the city. 


The attorneys for the city, promptly 
forwarded notice of intention to file an 
amended answer, and this will be pre- 
sented in court Tuesday morning. 

Even if the action of the State Su- 
preme Court were final on the matter 
of the demurrer, the cause would still 
have to be remanded to the local Cir- 
cuit Court for formal trial on the issue 
of fact ralsed by the attorneys for the 
defense. If an amended answer shall 
be filed, the case will be back just at 
the point where the court took it up 
Saturday. 

The colored people are considerably 
elated over the favorable turn thus 
given to their case, and will coniinue 
their fight with renewed courage. They 
have kept it up thus far with deter- 
mined mersistence and a seemingly 
growing resolution to continue it to the 
end. :

A DOUBLE MURDER COMMITTED 
AT SORRENTO.

Italian Shoots One Man and is in 
Turn Killed—Bugs in Hawaiian 
Pineapples—James Cunningham 
Dies of His Wounds, 


SAN DIEGO, Feb. 14.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The Sheriff's office in this city 
received word late Sunday night that a 
double murder had been committed at Sor- 
rento, this county, about fifteen miles north 
of San Diego, and Deputy Sheriff Ward left 
at once for the scene of the crime. Luigi 
Pichy, an Italian, after filling up in town 
on bad whisky, went out to the camp of 
section hands at Sorrento and ordered al! 
hands out of the camp or be shot. He im- 
mediately began firing, and killed @h Italian 
named Vandeville. He then turned his zun 
on an Englishman named McFarlane, but 
the latter was ‘too quick for him, drew his 
gun and sent a ball crashing through Pichy's 
head. the bullet entering his mouth with- 
out loosening a tooth. Pichy fell dead in 
his tracks. with the pistol in his hand, only 
one shot having been fired from it. Those 
who witnessed the tragedy exonerate McFar- 
lane. The latter gave himself up at once to 
the railroad section boss, awaiting the ar- 
rival of the proper officer to take him in 


charge. 
MORE FRUIT PESTS. 


Fifty crates of pineapples brought from 
Honolulu to this city on the schooner Emma 
and Louise have been buried, because it 
Was found to be infected with the dreaded 
mealy bug. The consignment was examined 
Friday by Horticultural Commissioner Hall, 
when the mealy bug was at once detected. 
This bug is considered a most dangerous 
pest. and its appearance in a few orchards 
in this county. several years ago caused a 
great deal of trouble and expense before it 
could be eradicated. 

A large consignment of nursery stock 
shipped here from Oregon was also recently 
condemned by Commissioner Hall, it having 
been found that the trees were infested with 
a bad species of scale. 

HIS WOUNDS FATAL. 

James Cunningham, the victim of gunshot 
wounds at the hands of A. B. Dittenhaver, 
administered last Friday night in front of 
the Sunol saloon, in Gumbo Slough, died 
yesterday. His death was unexpected, as 
his wounds were not considered dangerous 
at the time they were received. After the 
man’s death, Chief of Police Russell had a 
post-mortem examination of the body, to 
aecertain the exact cause of death. It was 
found that the bullet that entered the thigh 
had taken an ypward course, after striking 
the bone of the leg, and plowed its way up 
into the abdomen, severing the intentines 
in a number of places. Jack Duprey was 
arrested on suspicion of his being implicated 
in the murder. 

Since the fight it has been alleged that 
vfevious to shooting Dittenhaver had 
been knocked down by Cunningham, and 
that it was only after repeated warnings 
not to strike him again that Dittenhaver 
pulled his gun and began shooting. 

CHARGED WITH ROBBERY.

A few minutes before the County 
Auditor closed his office for business Satur- 
day afternoon the attorneys for Henry T. 
Oxnard placed on record an important legal 
document, bearing upon the beet-sugar fac- 
tory now in course of construction in this 
county by the Oxnards. This document was 
a deed, whereby Charles DB. Etting, in con- 
sideration of $116,277.72, conveys to Henry T. 
Oxnord 2981.48 acres of land in the Rancho 
El Rio de Santa Clarala Colonia. This land 
is part of the 8000-acre tract of land situated 
near Hueneme, owned by Etting, and is 
conveyed to Oxnard on a compromise, be- 
tween the two interested parties, of an 
agreement made September 6, 1897, whereby 
Etting agreed to sell to Oxnard 4000 acres 
of land at $35 per acre; $8 per acre to be 
paid on delivery of the deed, balance payable 
in three equal installments, bearing 6 per 
cent. interest per annum. 

CO-OPERATIVE STORES. 

Articles of incorporation of the Ventura Co- 
Operative Company were filed with the 
County Clerk this afternoon. The capital 
stock is $20,000, with sufficient amount to 
commence business immediately. The term 
is fifty years. The objects of this company 
are to éstablish and maintain a general 
trade in merchandise, buy and sell real 
eState, receive on deposit, borrow and loan 
money, buy, build and lease warehouses and 
do any other business connected with farm- 
ing or the disposition of farm products.

Boy Held for Breaking into «@ 
Schoolhouse Released. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 14. — [Regular 
Correspondence.] A week ago last Sunday the 
Nortb San Bernardino schoolhouse was en- 
tered, the contents of the desks ransacked, a 
window-pane broken and a fire started in one 
of the desks. Pntrance was effected by bat- 
tering in a panel of the front door. Suspicion 
pointed to a boy named Joseph Leibe and two 
Mexican boys. On the strength «of what the 
Mexican told Constable West, school Director 
Smith swore out a complaint against young 
Leibe, charging him with amisdmeanor. The 
case came up before Justice Knox this after- 
noon and was dismissed on motion of Dist.- 
Atty. Daley, who stated that the stories told 
by the Mexicans subsequent to the ‘issuance 
of the complaint against Leibe were so at 
variance with what they had told the Constable 
and that their characters were so bad as to 
render their testimony utterly worthless. 

VERDICT AGREED UPON, 

In the case of J. B. Gill vs. F. L. Holcomb, 
Sheriff, et al., the jury rendered a verdict to- 
day in accordance with an agreement between 
the contending parties, filed with the court 
this morning. The jury finds for the plaintiff, 
and declares that he is entitled to retain from 
the defendant the crop of oranges in contros 
versy, and is the owner thereof. The value 
of the crop is fixed at $2000, and it is ordered 
that the plaintiff recover as damages for the 
detention of the crop by the defendant, in- 
terest at the rate of 7 per cent. on the value 
of the crop from November 12 to December 8, 
1897. A. G. Hubbard of Redlands was the 
principal defendant. He laid claim to the or- 
anges in question, and Sheriff Holcomb served 
the papers on Mr. Gill, who contended all the 
while that the crop belonged to him. The 
costs of the suit will be divided. The case 
has held the boards for neariy a week in 
Judge Oster’s court, and the jury fees alone 
amount to over $100. 

ON GOVERNMENT LAND. 

Assistant Forestry Agent C. §S. Newhall 
went to Los Angeles today on important busi- 
ness connected with the Mt. Lowe Railway. 
It has long been contended by persons having 
intimate knowledge of the road’s affairs that 
the rrojectors built the road on government 
land without securing a right-of-way, or even 
taking steps to get a permit. Since the road 
was built Congress has made a forest reserve 
of the mountain around and up which it runs. 
It is held, therefore, that the owners can be 
held guilty of trespass, and that they are in 
the power and amenable to the laws of the 
United States governing forest retervations. 

CAPITAL STOCK REDUCED. 

A certificate was filed today, setting forth 
that the capital stock of the Citizens’ Bank 
of Corona, Riverside county, has, by the vote 
of a majority of the board of directors. been 
diminished from $50,000 to $25,000, divided into 
250 shares having a par value of $100.

RIVERSIDE, Feb, 14.—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence. A decision was handed down by Judge 
Noyes today which declares that the Perris 
Irrigation District is invalid, and sustains the 
charges of fraud in the organization of the 
district that have been preferred, 

The action is in the nature of @ qto 
warranto instituted by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral in the name of the State, on the citation 
of J. F. Fogg to have the proceodings by 


which the Perris Irrigation claims to have 


been organized declared illegal and void, and 
all franchises and powers of said district 
existing, or claimed by reason of such pro- 
ceedings, forfeited. 


The decision states that the district was 
never legally organized, for the following 


Supervisors of 


Bernardino or the 
county of San *Diego, within which it is 
claimed to exist. 


“(b) That no notice of the time or place 
of the presentation of any petition fof the 
organization of such district was ever given. 

(c) That on the second day of June, 1890, 
a petition, or what purported to be a petition, 
for the organization of said district was filed, 
to whuch was subscribed the names of fifty- 
five persons, alleging themselves to be free- 
holders owning lands within said proposed 
district, and upon said pe sald proposed 
district was, by order of the boords of Super- 
visors of said counties, declared to a 
legally- organized irrigation district, but of 
the fifty-five persons who signed sald petition 
forty-seven thereof were not bona fide free- 
holders within said proposed district.’’ 

Further reasons are given to the effect that 
certain freeholders of the district fraudu- 
lently conspired to convey small tracts of land 
to a large number of persons jointly in order 
to make it appear that the latter were quali- 
fle dto sign e petition, and that in pur- 
suance of said scheme James H. McCenna 
and J. . Nance, knowingly and fraudu- 
lently, and in violation of law, executed to 
such persons deeds of conveyance for small 
thacts, with the understatnding that after 
signing the pence and the district had been 
organized, they should reconvey the real 
estate to the parties making the conveyance, 
respectively. 

The decision is long and comprehensive, 

and directly concerns the financial interests 
of every resident in the Perris district..
